JERUSALEM — Charges that

were being bullied, beaten and

Tuesday 
the Palestine Post printed a 
sworn statement of a former 
Jewish detainee in the Talbieh 
military barracks, charging that 
Jewish curfew violators were sep- 
arated from the Arabs and denied 
food and water for long periods. 
The affidavit declares that a group 
of 200 Jews were taken to a room 
where soldiers beat them with 
fists, clubs and rifle butts while 
others guarded them with tommy 
guns because they requested 
food. 


Some Jews were beaten by 
armed soldiers shouting anti-Se- 
metic insults in the presence of 
officers according to The Post. 
Earlier the Mishmar reported a 
statement that 20 elderly Jews 
who were arrested were beaten 
severely.

LONDON-—Sir Herbert Morrison, speaking for the Government in Attlee’s absence told the 


House of Commons that Britain desired Palestine to be divided into four sections, two of which would 
be semi- autonomous Jewish and Arab provinces. He confirmed details of the plan which had been 
spate reported earlier. Morrison expressed regret that President Truman had not decided to ac- 
5 cept the plan before Wednesday’s Common’s debate. He said, “We hoped for 
Truman’s acceptance before this debate, but we understand he has decided to dis- 
cuss the matter in detail with American experts who are returning to Washington.” 

He said the plan will be discussed with both Arabs and Jews. 

Former Colonial Minister Oliver Stanley disclosed that the partition proposal 
was up nine or ten months ago before the Inquiry Committee had made its investi- 
gation. Stanley as chief conservative spokesman said the Inquiry Committee’s 
report had been “buried with highest honors.” 

Morrison told the packed Commons that the Government possessed evidence 
that several agency leaders were directly implicated in the terrorist campaign. 
Only partial evidence has been published, Morrison said. 

If and when the “federalization” plan is accepted, Morrison added, Britain will 
issue immigration certificates to European Jews as rapidly as possible and every 
effort will be made to complete the immigration of 100,000 Jews within a year, 

Herbert Morrison The immigrants will be selected primarily from Austria, Germany, and Italy with 
priority to farmers, artisans, children, infirm and aged. The only certificates allotted to eastern Eu- 
ropean Jews will be for orphans. He revealed that Britain will ask America to undertake responsi- 
bility for the transportation of the 100,000 Jews to Palestine, providing them with food for two 
months after arrival and some money for transportation. A substantial grant will be asked of the 
United States for development of Arab projects. 

Declaring that the Tel Aviv military operation were aimed at apprehending the King David bomb- 
ing perpetrators, Morrison said the “curse of Hitler has not been wholly removed from some of his 
Fleeing from Europe they have carried the germs of the very plague from which they sought 
protection.” He urged Zionists to take care that “their faith” should not be perverted into bringing 
ruin on them. He stated that Yishub’s refusal to cooperate with the forces of the law had been the 
greatest obstacle to the success of the operations aimed at eradicating the terrorists, but disassociated 
the Government from General Barker’s letter. Although approving “under the circumstances” 
Barker’s instructions against Jewish fraternization and “wfile making allowances for the provoca- 
tions to which the British forces were exposed and recognizing that the letter was written shortly 
after the bombing, the Government feels they must disassociate themselves from the actual terms tn 
which the letter was couched,” Morrison added. 

He said the Anglo-American experts recognized that Palestine cannot absorb all the Jewish refu- 
gees and therefore recommended that Britain and the U.S.A. find new homes for many of them and 
also seek to bring about conditions in Europe which would make permanent resettlement there pos- 
sible. Both countries also will appeal to members of the United Nations to receive DPs, including 
Jews, to their country. Pending establishment of the International Refugee Organization, the U.S.

What was the chagrin of the Council’s office 
when the Zionist pamphlet, copying without 
any attempt at concealment the thought, layout 
and even some of the wording of the Council's 
brochure was received in the mail. Consterna- 
tion would not describe what took place, but 
everyone connected denied “selling out” to the 
opposition. 

The Council people went direct to Rabbi 
Arthur Lelyveld, head of the Committee on 
Unity and the story is that the printer’s office 
boy had delivered the proofs of the Council’s 
pamphlet to another customer by mistake.

WASHINGTON—Speculation is rife here on the attitude of the Truman Ad-

Statement on Federalization by Silver 


HE ‘federalization plan,’ recommended to the American 

and British Governments by the Anglo-American Cabinet 
Committee, is a conscienceless act of treachery, dooming the 
helpless Jewish survivors in Europe to further death and hu- 
miliation and driving the Jews of Palestine to further despera- 
tion. 

The Cabinet Committee’s recommendation that the admis- 
sion of 100,000 homeless European Jews to Palestine, first urged 
almost a year ago by President Truman and unanimously recom- 
mended as an immediate step by the Anglo-American Commit- 
tee of Inquiry, be made ‘conditional’ on the adoption of the 
‘federalization’ proposal, is as revolting as it is‘immoral. In 
plain English, this means that 100,000 helpless refugees are to 
be used as hostages by Britain and the United States in order to 
exort from the Jewish people acceptance of a political formula- 
tion which clearly repudiates every international commitment 
made to the Jewish people with respect to Palestine—a formu- 
lation which the governments concerned surely know the Jews 
cannot accept. 

that the lives of oppressed men, women and children 
who have already passed the limits of endurance, should 
thus be used as pawns in Britain’s imperialistic ma- 
neuvers—and that the United States should now be a party to 
this abomination—does not augur well for the world of peace 
and justice which, it was hoped, would emerge from the ruins 
of the greatest of all wars. We respectfully suggest to those 
who are responsible for shaping government policy on this ques- 
tion that what is required above all in the present situation is 
simple morality. 


IN MAKING PUBLIC the report of the Anglo-American 
Committee of Inquiry on April 30th of this year, President Tru- 
man declared: ‘I am very happy that the request which I made 
for the immediate admission of 100,000 Jews into Palestine has 
been unanimously endorsed by the Anglo-American Committee 
of Inquiry. The transference of these unfortunate people should 
now be accomplished with the greatest dispatch. ... I am also 
pleased that the committee recommends in effect the abrogation 
of the White Paper of 1939, including existing restrictions on 
immigration and land acquisition, to permit the further develop- 
ment of the Jewish national home. It is also gratifying that the 
report also envisages the carrying out of large-scale economic 
development*projects in Palestine which would facilitate further 
immigration and be of benefit to the entire population. In addi- 
tion to these immediate objectives, the report deals with many 
other questions of long range political policies and questions of 
international law which require careful study and which I will 
take under advisement.’ 

As recently as July ist, the White House announced that 
‘The President added further that it was his determination that 
these most recent events should mean no delay in pushing for- 
ward with a policy of transferring 100,000 Jewish immigrants 
to Palestine with all dispatch, in accordance with the statement 
he made upon the receipt of the report of the Anglo-American 
Committee of Inquiry The President indicated that. the govern- 
ment of the United States was prepared to assume technical and 
financial responsibility for the transportation of these immi- 
grants from Europe to Palestine.’ 


THAT IS WHAT the President of the United States said on 
July ist. The recommendations of the Cabinet Committee there- 
fore constitute nothing less than a complete reversal of Ameri- 
can policy as stated by this nation’s Chief Executive. 

The unfairness of the ‘plan’ itself can best be illustrated by 
quoting directly from the dispatch in this morning’s New York 
Times, which reported the facts: “The Zionist district would in- 
clude 1,500 square miles, compared with the 2,600 recommended 
by the Peel Report proposing partition in 1936, and the 45,000 
in the area constituting Palestine when it was originally prom- 
ised as a Jewish ‘national home.’ Forty per cent of the present 
population of Palestine, then, would be offered three per cent 
of the land internationally pledged to the Jewish people. 

This is a plan for the ghetto-ization of the Jews in their own 
Homeland. Even that small portion of the country remaining 
for Jewish settlement under the ‘plan’ would be controlled al- 
most completely by the same British Colonial Administration, 
whose only right to be in Palestine in the first place is the duty 
assigned to it by the Balfour Declaration and the Palestine Man- 
date; facilitation of the development of the Jewish National 
Home. We quote again from the New York Times dispatch: 
‘Under such a constitution, Palestine’s provinces would have 
considerably less autonomy than was enjoyed by Britain’s 
American colonies in the 18th Century. 


BUT, LIKE THOSE AMERICAN COLONISTS, the Jews of 
Palestine—and Jews throughout the world—will not submit to 
this evil decree. For the Jews of Europe it is now Palestine or 
death; for the Jews of Palestine it is now liberty or death. The 
Zionist Movement of this country will be actively identified in 
this historic struggle. The Jewish people will not be destroyed!

LONDON—Political observers 
of all Sunday newspapers were 
extremely doubtful that Arabs 
and Jews would agree to the pro- 
posed plan for Palestine which, 
it was pointed out ,the Arabs 
have already rejected while the 
Jews have reacted unenthusi- 
astically. 

The press also pointed out that 
the proposal falls short of even 
the Peel plan and frustrates the 
economic development necessary 
for the absorption of 100,000 
Jews. Writing in News of the 
World, Richard Wyndham, re- 
cently returned from Palestine 
and the Middle East, stated 
bluntly that the partition scheme 
was born of failure and can be 
enforced only at the point of a 
bayonet.

IS—The “Committee of Jewish Delegations” which played 
a historic role in securing guarantees of Jewish minority rights 
at the Versailles Conference, may be revived by the various Jewish 
delegations assembled at the Peace Conference here. 

Members of the various delegations who are usually on op- 
posite sides in matters’ affecting Jewish life are convinced that 
only coordination of their efforts can prevent the 21 nations at- 
tending the' conference from becoming completely confused as 


to Jewish demands. 


The demands of the various groups follow pretty much the 
same line—protection of Jewish rights in former enemy countries 
—whether they come from the World Jewish Congress, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, the Board of Deputies of British Jews or 
other bodies. Jewish leaders feel, therefore, that separate and, 
perhaps, conflicting action would be unjustifiable. 

Conference Committee Heads Meet 

Louis Lipsky of the American Jewish Conference and Dr. 
Simon Segal of the American Jewish Committee met for the sec- 
ond time in what was described as a “friendly atmosphere.” No 
decisions on unified actions, however, are expected before the 
arrival here of Prof. Selig Brodetsky, president of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, and Henry J. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid, of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association and others. ; 

At a meeting of the representatives of the American Jewish 
Conference and the World Jewish Congress, Dr. Nahum Goldmann 
was asked to negotiate with the other Jewish organizations in their 
behalf. The talks are not expected to enter an intensive stage, 
however, until a common formula has been worked out by the

Jews Get Violent Letters as Chicago Suburb to Form 


Permanent Group to-F ight Anti-Semitism M onday

CHICAGO — A showdown fight was taking 
shape this week in Chicago’s fashionable sub- 
urban North Shore area, between bigotry on 
one hand and the principles of tolerance, demo- 
cracy and religious freedom on the other. 

The contest dates back to early June, when 
vandals smeared swastikas and anti-Semitic 
obscenities in red paint on the walls of the 
Temple of North Shore Congregation Israel 
in Glencoe. 

(There was some belief, however, that there 
is a connection between recent happenings and 
the introduction of anti-Semitic propaganda 
into North Shore politics last spring by Eu- 
gene Flitcraft in his abortive campaign for 


a Congressional nomination. Flitcraft, organ-. 


izer of the discredited Gentile Co-operative, 
used his hate-sheet, the Gentile News, to carry 
his message.) 
Police, FBI, Post Office Study Letters 

This week a climax was reached as eighteen 
violent anti-Semitic letters, sent to North Shore 
residents, were being studied by police, postal 
authorities and the FBI; and North Shore 
residents, Jews and Christians alike, worked to 
organize a permanent group to fight all dis- 
crimination against minorities in the area. 

The letters, most of which were received by 
residents of Highland Park, were of a similar 
tenor, warning that the senders were going 
to “rid the North Shore of all Jews.” Carry- 
ing a swastika in the upper right hand corner, 
the letters were typed, and bore the typed 
Signature, “The Anti-Semitic Society.” 

The letters followed closely a meeting on 
July 17, the first of two which were held by 
& committee of North Shore residents to pro- 


_ test the Temple desecration. The more than 


1,000 persons who attended heard various 
speakers denounce’ the vandalism and call for 
an end to racial and religious intolerance, 

This week the organization was being com- 
pleted by a committee, of which Mrs. Phil 
Gordon of Winnetka and Chandler Mont- 
gomery, teacher in the Skokie school, Win- 
netka, are co-chairmen. A constitution was 
being written and a slate of officers prepared 
for presentation to another general meeting 
Aug. 5. 

Police Bewildered But Make Promises 

But also this week the official attitude of 
the Glencoe police still was that the Temple 
defilement was “leid stuff.” Of threats, the de- 
partment had heard nothing officially, although 
an official admitted that something about tele- 
phone calls and letters had reached the police 
“on the grapevine.’ And he was willing to 
admit that “maybe Flitcraft and his people 
had something to do with it.” 

Another police view was that the letters 
and calls were the work of “cranks.” 

The police were rather upset by the pub- 
licity given the meetings; about advertisements 
offering a reward for arrest of the vandals; 
and about newspaper accounts of the whole 
situation. They insisted that if left to work 
quietly, they could seize the vandals. But this 
week, long after the desecration, they ad- 
mitted they had no one in custody and were 
no further in their inquiry. 

Rabbi Charles E. Shulman of the Temple 
had a different idea about publicity. Insisting 
that the whole matter must be aired, he said 
of the hate-mongers: 

“It is a good thing to have them smoked 
out.”

paper of which the best specimen is The National Jewish 
Post. But there are other appropriate uses for the term. Thus, 
there is an Anglo-Jewish War going on in Palestine today with 
repercussions in America. There is an Anglo-Jewish dialect spoken 
in the Bronx. 


Let’s get some samples. Says one young matron to another: 


“It’s like my mother levsholem used to say, ‘Spit her in the eye and 
she thinks it is raining.” Or, “you're looking fine, kaynehora.” 

I daresay, there 1s a variation of the same lingo spoken in Fiat- 
bush and in Borough Park. 

When I take a walk across the Washington Bridge that spans 
the Harlem River from West Bronx to Washington Heights, I get 
imte several realms within a stone’s throw of one another: Armen- 
fans, Greeks, Das Vierte Reich and the Yeshiva College—not count- 
ing Sterling’s Cafeteria where I meet Elias Tartak to listen to his 
long harangues in Russian, and the post-office. 

* * * 

I DON’T KNOW ANYTHING about the Greeks and the Ar- 
menians, and you will have to get Ruth Karpf or Ed Jelenko to tell 
you about Das Vierte Reich (I have no difficulty trying to get a 
eopy of the Aufbau there). As for the realm of the Yeshiva, the 
kind of Anglo-Jewish vernacular one hears there runs something 
Hike this: “I'll see you next shabbos after havdoleh belee nader,” or 
“he’s a good bal-heegoyen” or “Don’t be such a patrone.” 

Young-Israel-ese language you may call it. 

* * * 

THE FEMALE GRADUATES of the Yiddish schools who occupy 
secretarial jobs in the offices lodged in the Forward Building, in- 
tersperse their English with literary Yiddish words. “I am not in 

“avery good shtimoong today,” says one dear to another. You can 
hear the same sort of talk among the Pioneer Women. Something 
er other was “too oiberfiekhlakh” and the “forshlag” was not suf- 
ficiently “doorkhgetrakht.” 

Literary Anglo-Yiddish, you may call this. 

I suppose all this calls for a glossary: there are so many rabbis 
veading this column. 

“Levsholem” is a corrupted form of a Hebrew phrase meaning 
roughly “may he rest in peace”; 

“kaynehora”—part Yiddish, part Hebrew, may no evil eye harm 
you ‘or him or her, as the case may be); 

Das Vierte Reich (The Fourth Reich) is what the old German 
Jewish settlers call the section inhabited by Hitler refugees; 

“shabbos”—Saturday; “havdoleh”—the benediction made on the 
exit of the Sabbath (one of the most beautiful of traditional cere- 
monies); ‘“belee nader”’—(Heb.) literally “without a vow.” When 
a pious Jew makes a promise, he hastens to qualify it as not having 
the force of a solemn vow; 

“bal-heegoyen” (Heb.) logician; 
minny or a cissy; 

“shtimmong”—mood; “oiberfiekhlakh”—superficial; 
khgetrakht’”—thoroughly considered; “forshlag’”—a motion. 

+. * *~ — 

BUT THERE IS YET another kind of Anglo-Jewish which it 
would be more correct to call Anglo-Hebrew. It is the lingo used 
im Young Judea camps and is consciously fostered with the view 
ef teaching Hebrew. The Hebrew words are used in the Sephardic 
pronunciation as in Palestine and are taken not from religious books 
but from current Palestinian usage. Some of them are technical. 

On July 15 late in the evening I found myself in the front seat 
ef a truck going from Trenton to Cream Ridge. On my right and 
en my left sat two boys. “You missed the sikha of the Vaad ha- 
Meshek” said one to another. “What was the sikah about? was the 
question. “Oh, about Siddur ha-avodah and suchlike” was the an- 
swer. 

The boys were from one “chava” or “hachshara,” my destination 
was another. “Chava” is a farm; “hachshara” is a training farm 
for halutzim. I was going to Cream Ridge where there are some 
forty-five young men and women training and working and waiting 
for their chance to go to Palestine. Most of them are Labor Zion- 
ists, a few are General Zionists. The truck belonged to another 
training farm at Heightstown in the vicinity run by Hashomer 
Hatzair—another brand of Labor Zionist. Not far from the Hash- 
emer Hatzair farm is one run by religious Zionists. There are about 
forty-five persons in each, I am told. So far I have seen only the 
@ne in Cream Ridge. 

The two boys from Heightstown had to drive out of their way 
to get me and some boys from Cream Ridge to their farm, and so 
they had to miss the “sikha” (discussion) of the “Vaad ha-meshek” 
(farm committee) about the “siddur ha-avoda” (work plan). 

* * * 

WHEN I CAME TO CREAM RIDGE, I visited their “refet” 
(cowshed) where I met the comely and vivacious “rosh harefet” 
the member of the colony in charge of the cowshed) who gave 
me the names of all the cows and the little calf (I think its name 
is La Spezia or something like that) and told me many things about 
@ews and bulls I had never known before; I also visited the “mitbakh” 
(kitchen) and the “gan” (garden) and the “lool” (henhouse). When 
3B came back to town I went over some of their literature and found 
stories entitiéd “I am a lazy fellow in the gdud” (gdud” is a regi- 
ment), “Excerpts from a Yoman” (yoman” is a diary); “A Vatika 
writes” (a veteran female member)—I saw the process of simul- 
taneously disfiguring two great languages going on on all fronts. 

My son, who is now in charge of a Young Judea camp near 
Halifax, Nova Scotia (Canada) writes home: “After a struggle I 
yielded to popular demand for Hebrew terminology—which I con- 
sider poor Hebrew and poor English—and I go around sayirig boker 
tev (good morning), degel (flag), b’vakasha (please), and so forth 
. and T refuse to accept chema pistakayot for peanut butter.” 
Shlomo Katz, then managing editor of the Jewish Frontier, in 
the summer of 1940, wrote a column entitled “Respect for a Lan- 
guage” protesting just that. But you cannot stop a great tide by 
being pernickety and voicing displeasure. That is the way languages 
ape born. 

There no dcubt were fastidious Anglo-Saxon literati in England 
@fter the Norman Conquest who protested the use of so many

I SHOULDN’T BE SURPRISED if some purists among the 
Jews of Germany in the Middle Ages viewed with alarm the ten-

If 
we ‘let our leaders go, we are 
bankrupt.”

What's In A Name? 


T seems to me that the average non-Jew must be terribly con. 
fused, if he cares at all, about the functions, purposes and 
composition of the various Jewish organizations which often 
break into the public print. I refer at the moment not to the 
“front” or “paper” groups, which exist only in the occasional fuy 
page ads in the metropolitan dailies, but to the respectable, reput. 
able, accepted organizations of Jewish life. 

Unless one is thoroughly familiar with organized American © 
Jewish life, for example, who can tell the difference from their | 
names between the American Jewish Conference, the American — 
Jewish Congress and the American Jewish Committee? Rabbis, 
Jewish newspapermen, and the small group of professional Jewish 
workers are so close to the Jewish scene that they are perhaps 
hardly aware of the fact that the majority of even their own | 
people would be unable to distinguish the differences between the — 
organizations listed. And the names certainly are no help. 

Rabbinical Council of America, Rabbinical Assembly of Amer. 
ica, Central Conference of American Rabbis sound like the same 
body to the uninitiated. American Association for Jewish Educa. 
tion and National Council for Jewish Education are practically 
synonymous in name. What is there in the names to distinguish 
between the Synagogue Council of America, the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations, American Council for Judaism and 
the United Synagogue of America?

THE NAMES of our seminaries have the same repetitious lack 
of distinctiveness: Hebrew Union College, Jewish Institute of 
Religion, Hebrew Theological College, Jewish Theological Semin. 
ary. How can one tell which is which? There are probably thousands 
of American Jews who believe that the Dropsie College in Phila. 
delphia, if they have heard of it at all, was named for a disease 
of the eyes, and are unaware that it bears the name of Moses 
Dropsie, a distinguished Philadelphia Jew of the last century. 

Congress for the Sabbath sounds like a slogan, rather than ' 
the name of an organization, and even that has competition from 
the Jewish Sabbath Alliance. Is there any difference? 

Unfortunately, there are some organizations which go to the 
other extreme, and become awkardly specific in their,name. Can 
you imagine a secretary answering the telephone in one New York 
office as follows: “Good afternoon! This is the League for Safe. 
guarding the Fixity of the Sabbath Against Possible Encroachment 
by Calendar Reform,” and doing so in one breath?

havior of men of Jewish faith in the U. S. 
armed forces. It was written by Dr. Billikopf 
to Mr. Louis Kraft, executive director of the 
Army and Navy Committee of the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board in New York. 

Dr. Billikopf should know something about 
the way the boys behaved, since he is civilian 
chairman of one of the three Military Clem- 
ency Boards appointed to review court martial 
sentences inflicted upon soldiers during the war. 

(It seems there was plenty of injustice 
perpetrated and the Clemency Boards have 
been squaring things up.) 

Dr. Billikopf’s function in this has not been 
Jewish particularly but, then, as a Jew, he 
couldn’t help noticing rather proudly some 
facts related to Jews in the armed services, of 
whom there were some 
500,000, enough to make 
30 divisions. 

What Dr. Billikopf ob- 
served was this “It is 
a source of great satis- 
faction to me that rarely 
ever do we come across 
a Jewish case. I have 
spoken to about four re- 
viewing officers (Jewish) 
connected with the cor- 
rection branch and who analyze cases for us 

. . and they too confirm my opinion that one 
has to use the lamp of Diogenes to discover 
cases of our co-religionists.” 

But the other week there came to Dr. Billi- 
kopf’s attention a name that suggested that 
at last he had the case of a convicted Jewish 
soldier to review. Sure, his name was Isidore 
Levy who had been given a life sentence by 
the Army. 

“I read the complete record, wanting to 
know something about the young man and his 
antecedents,” Dr. Billikopf reports. “What did 
a I find? Isidore Levy is an Irishman. No, not 
an Irish Jew but an Irish Catholic!”

Dr. Billikopf goes on to report the case of Pvt. 
Israel Synagogue that came before his board. 
Dr. Billikopf, when he first heard the name, 
could feel sure that this was the matter of a 
Jew. True, not many Jews are named for the 
sacred places of Jewish worship and few 
enough call themselves by the first name of 
“Israel” and much fewer carry “Synagogue” 
as their last name. 

“Israel Synagogue,” indeed! Here seemed a 
rare Jew. It would be less surprising even to 
find a Jew calling himself Christopher Mont- 
gomery. But here was Israel Synagogue, a 
mémber of the U. S. Army. Israel Synagogue 
had been court-martialed and sentenced for 
being AWOL and for stealing 17 chickens from 
an Arab in North Africa. Even such minor 
crime didn’t seem fitting to a man named Israel 
Synagogue and Dr. Billikopf inquired: Who is 
this Israel Synagogue and where does he come 
from?

Dr. Billikopf could agree that this was the 
way to do with Israel Synagogue—not just be- 
cause of his name. On the Clemency Boards in 
the Pentagon Building in Washington he had 
gathered the reputation of being the most 
lenient of all the members ... “I plead guilty 
to this indictment,” Dr. Billikopf wrote to Mr. 
Kraft.

IN ONE WAY AND ANOTHER Dr. Billi- 
kopf’s happy report brings me to the general 
matter of wrong-doers who are Jews. Certainly, 
it is a cause of fine satisfaction to know that 
among some half million Jews in the armed 
forces there were so few who got in bad enough 
to be court-martialed. It proves what we've 
always said among us: Jewish evil-doers really 
aren’t many; the few of them manage to get 
their names big in the headlines. 

Yet I keep on wincing upon reading the 
names of occasional Jewish wrong doers in 
the public prints. It’s like a slap in the face 
to read of a Jew being accused, even though 
he is only one in a million, and haven’t the 


' Jews a right to their share of crooks? Haven’t 


the Gentiles a much higher percentage of 
them? 

But to accused Jews (there have been some 
few prominently mentioned in Washington 
lately) I feel like saying: “Gentlemen, gentle- 
men, what’s the idea? As Jews we should avoid 
even the appearance of wrong-doing. As Jews 
we must be forever conscious of a certain fact 
in life: That a Jew bears two moral burdens— 
one to be a decent man on his own account, 
the other to be a decent man on account of his 
people. 

The second burden is the heavier and more 
important. The moral wrong that a man does 
to himself alone is his own pain and if a man 
is that kind of a damfool, I say, objectively, to 
jail with him. 

But if his wickedness injures not only him- 
self and his immediate victims but also all his 
people—as it does if a Jew is involved—I get 
mad and say this is an enemy of all his people. 
He has traduced the Jews and betrayed his 
teaching as a Jew. For his offense against the 
laws, he will be adequately punished, it is to 
be hoped, but for his sin against the Jews he 
never can get fully what’s coming to him; 
since, in accordance with the way of men all 
Jews are made to carry the burden of his sin- 
ning. 

In acknowledging to Mr. Billikopf receipt of 
the copy of his letter to Mr. Kraft I said that 
I hoped that our rabbis would cease long 
enough from their function as_ international 
statesmen to preach to all Jews the responsi- 
bility each owes to all his people; to tell them 
that a Jewish wrongdoer hurts many more 
than himself in that he hurts all of us; to 
teach him that every Jew must live by a 
higher standard of moral conduct than is re- 
quired of any other individual, since he carries 
not only responsibility for himself: but for all 
his people. 

The scarcity of Jewish wrongdoers, as dis- 
covered by Dr. -Billikopf, serves only to em- 
phasize the great guilt of the few. To para- 
phrase Churchill in another matter, never have 
so few been so gravely responsible to so many.

Melt shortening and saute onion and pepper till tender but not 
brown. Add corn and a sprinkling of salt, pepper and flour and 
stir with a fork for three minutes.

FROZEN FRUITED COTTAGE CHEESE 

2 cups sieved cottage cheese 

1 cup canned crushed pineapple 

1 large banana, diced 

% cup cut pitted dates or soaked dried prunes 

% cup honey or maple syrup 

Dash of salt 

1 cup chilled and whipped evaporated milk (or whipped cream)

DESPITE JEWISH DEFENSE AGENCIES

that Indianapolis newspapers will 
no longer publish ads containing 
matter which is discriminatory 
of any race or group.

We in Chicago cannot register 
such progress. Our three leading 
dailies (The Sun, Tribune, and 
Daily News) constantly print 
ads containing the words “re- 
stricted” or “restricted clientele.” 
I have not checked up on the 
three other dailies, but most 
likely they do the same thing. 

What is most amazing is the 
fact that our big dailies are sup- 
posed to have (both on their edi- 
torial and business staffs) friends 


of the Jewish people. These gen- 
tlemen are invited to address 
Jewish audiences whom they tell 
how objectionable ahd un-Ameri- 
can anti-Semitism is and how 
talking about goodwill alone is 
insufficient, etc. ete. 

Let us also remember that 
Chicago is the national headquar- 
ters of the Anti-Defamation 
League; that it has the most ac- 
tive division of the American 
Jewish Congress; that it also has 
a chapter of the American Jew- 
ish Committee and a vigorous 
branch of the Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee. 


Such is the effectiveness of our 
defense organizations.

CHARGES RABBI BERGER, NOT JEWS AT MASS MEETING. 
LACKS INTEGRATION; FLAYS COUNCIL DIRECTOR'S REPORT 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

The morning’s mail included 
two pieces of what is euphem- 
istically called “literature.” One 
was a vile sample of anti-Semitic 
hate, dressed up with a picture of 
an American flag on the cover. 
This, a 24page booklet entitled 
“The Jewish Protocols and their 
Application to Present Times,” 
was relayed to me by a former 
newspaper colleague in Salt Lake 
City. Larry enclosed a note, ex- 
plaining that it had come 
through the mails. “You are in 
the best position to get legal 
opinion on whether charges could 
be filed,” he added. 


The other piece was the “In- 
formation Bulletin” of the anti- 
Zionist American Council for Ju- 
daism. It contained a three and a 
half page description of a Zionist 
rally as seen through the eyes of 
Rabbi Elmer Berger, the Coun- 
cil’s Executive Director. 


The interpreter of “The Jewish 
Protocols” is Marilyn R. Allen, 
P. O. Box 2243, Salt Lake City, 
Utah. Her name and address ap- 
pear on the cover, along with 
the red, white and blue flag, a 
pledge “To the Stars and 
Stripes,” and the date, “July 
Fourth, 1946.” Unfortunately, I 
must inform my friend, Larry, 
that no “charges” can be filed 
against the author. While Es- 
quire magazine was for a time 
barred from the mails because it 
allegedly contained naughty car- 
toons and pictures, the postoffice 
has no compunction § against 
carrying anti-Semitic filth. All it 
requires is a postage stamp. The 
fact that “The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion,” which the book- 
let paraphrases, has been ex- 
posed (and how many times!) as 
a forgery, a fraud perpetrated to 
stimulate pogromists, has noth- 
ing to do with the case. Legally, 
it is legitimate mail.- 

In the booklet are all the anti- 
Semitic libels—libels which can- 
not be prosecuted in court—and 
there is no need to repeat them 
here. In a “summation” the au- 
thor finds that “Judaism, Zion- 


‘ ism, Bolshevism, Fascism, Nazi- 


ism, Communism and _ Interna- 
tionalism are all one and: the 
Same thing, under different 
names.” Briefly, the contents of 
the booklet can be summed up 
as a variation of the vicious 
canard that the Jews are work- 
ing in a fiendish organization, 
un-Christian and un-American to 
gain control of the nation and 
eventually the world. 

“The Jewish Protocols” are the 
Product of a tormented mind. 
Publications of this sort eman- 
ate from the Gerald L. K. Smiths, 


the Winrods and the Coughlins. 
Decent Americans have nothing 
to do with them. 


Berger on Segregation 


It was purely coincidence, of 
course, that the same mail 
brought “The Information Bulle- 
tin” of the anti-Zionist Council. 
But it, too, brought sadness. 
Rabbi Berger’s lead article, “Seg- 
regation in Action,” pictures 
Zionism as a separtist movement, 
one that leads the American Jew 
away from the main stream of 
America. Zionism, in his view, 
is un-American; it means “dual 
allegiance”; it would lead, if suc- 
cessful, to a “racial” state. That 
is the customary line of the 
Council which Rabbi Berger rep- 
resents, and from it evolves, logi- 
cally, his article: as disturbing a 
fulmination of unconscious anti- 
Semitism as we have ever seen. 
It is an article packed with snide 
remarks about people who speak 
Yiddish, collectors for the Jewish 
National Fund, and about Jews, 
in general, who attend a Zionist- 
sponsored meeting. 

Rabbi Berger writes in “Segre- 
gation in Action”: “I want to 
write no philosophical treatise or 
political analysis or sociological 
dissertation. I am not going to 
talk about race-states or church- 
states or Arab rights or the am- 
biguity of the Balfour Declara- 
tion.” 

No, he is not peddling the 
Council’s adulterated goods in 
the usual manner. But he is ped- 
dling those same goods dressed 
up, symbolically, with the Amer- 
ican flag. It’s an old trick, you 
know. 


. Let us look into what he does 


write, upon returning “from 
standing for nearly two hours in 
the hot sun of a late July after- 
noon in Madison Square Park in 
New York.” 

Mass Meeting Unpleasant Sight 

The rally “was not a pleasant 
sight” to Rabbi Berger, even 
though he has become somewhat 
“mured to Jewish nationalism.” 
He believes that he “was more 
disturbed than the night at Town 
hall a few months ago, when I 
was physically attacked for ex- 
ercising my rights as an Amer- 
ican to free speech.” According 
to the New York Times, although 
while booed, and heartily, the 
rabbi was not “physically at- 
tacked.” But this is a minor 
point, let us go-on to his “de- 
scription” of the rally. 

Rabbi Berger’s article does 
contain one or two factual state- 
ments. The meeting was, as he 
reports, called for 4:30 p. m. It 
was, as he indicates, after 5 be 


fore it commenced. But while he 
contrives to plant the impression 
that it was a small and not so 
intelligent crowd, the conserva- 
tive and not-so-friendly to Zion- 
ism New York Times estimated 
the audience at 10,000. The more 
friendly New York Post esti- 
mated 20,000. The figure was 
quite a bit more than that re- 
ported by the Times; somewhat 
less than that of the Post. 

Nothing but arrant snobbery 
can be ascribed to the sentence, 
“Few in the crowd, but the speak- 
ers, knew very much about the 
legal history or the technicalities 
or sociological processes.” That 
is Rabbi Berger’s description of 
the Jews who attended the rally. 
The audience, actually, was com- 
posed of Jews from all walks of 
New York life: poor Jews, mid- 
dle class Jews, rich Jews; proh- 
ably most of them were Zionists, 
but there was no way of telling. 
After all, Zionists do not have 
horns. 

I would hesitate to question the 
statement of any rabbi of what 
purports to be fact. But when 
Rabbi Berger says that Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann, vice presi- 
dent of the Zionist Organization 
of America, and chairman of the 
rally, “announced that although 
people were still ‘streaming in,’ 
the meeting would start. Neither 
statement was accurate,” he can 
not depend upon his position in 
the rabbinate for immunity from 
questioning. 


Takes Issue With Observation 


It so happens the crowd still 
was “streaming in.” It was short- 
ly after 5 p. m® Office workers 
and store clerks and many others 
whose jobs kept them busy until 
5 arrived late. They were still 
arriving, as a matter of fact, as 
late as 6 o’clock after finishing 
their work in other parts of the 
city. 

Rabbi Berger objects to the 
accuraey of Dr. Neumann’s state- 
ment that the “meeting would 
start” because “the meeting was 
postponed while Dr. Neumann in- 
structed the placard holders how 
to hold their signs so that the 
photographers could take pic- 
tures.” 

Come now, rabbi. The picture- 
taking may have taken all of 60 
seconds. 

Rabbi Berger admits, “I can’t 
remember much of what” Dr. 
Neumann said, “probably _ be- 
cause it was all so familiar I 
didn’t pay very close attention.” 
That may be very true. But. it is 
an juntruth to add, as Rabbi

TAKES RABBI SCHACHTEL TO TASK 
FOR STATEMENT ON ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Editor, The Jewish Post 

I just happened to peruse an 
address delivered by Rabbi Hy- 
man Judah Schachtel before the 
Dallas and Houston Chapters of 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism in June 1945. I believe it 
would be of interest to your 
readers to share with me the 
following amazing piece of Jew- 
ish scholarship (bold by Rabbi 
Schachtel) : 

“Of the three thousand years 
of Jewish history and life in the 
world, barely one-sixth of it was 
lived by the Jews as a political 
entity, a nation. Throughout that 
one-sixth of national existence 
nothing distinctive was accom- 
plished. As we look back on that 
unhappy experiment we can now 
realize that it was bound to fail 
because of. its basic incompatibil- 
ity with the ideal of the mission 
of Israel. A religious fellowship 
with a message for the world 
could not prosper within a re- 
stricted area. Once having cast 
off this political phase of its re- 
markable experience Judaism 
went forward on its historical 
and divinely ordained role of wid- 
ening the horizons of man’s spir- 
itual outlook.” 

For those who need a little 
brushing up on their Jewish his- 
tory, permit me to make these 
fact sclear, Jewish history is not 
three-thousand years old, but-four 
thousand (from Abraham) or 


thirty-five hundred (from Moses). 
The Jews lived in Palestine as a 
political entity from approximate- 
ly 1500 B. C. E. till the Destruc- 
tion of the First Commonwealth 
in 586 B. C. E. The Jewish state 
was restored by Cyrus in 538 B, 
C. E. and it existed till the De 
struction of the Temple by Titus 
in 70 C. E. This means that the 
Jews: were a nation (in Schach- 
tel’s sense) throughout one-half 
(not one-sixth) of their history 
(according to Rabbi Schachtel’s 
reckoning). During this period of 
fifteen-hundred years there lived 
and labored Samuel, David, Sol- 
omon, Elijah, Hosea, Amos, Isai- 
ah, Micah, Jeremiah, and a host 
of other rulers, prophets, poets, 
and thinkers, who constitute Is- 
rael’s greatest contribution to civ- 
ilization. The bulk of the Bible 
was written during this era. The 
Apocryphal works, the founda- 
tions of the Oral Law, and the 
birth of Christianity, are all the 
product of this period of Israel’s 
nationhood. Truly the most un- 
productive segment of Jewish his- 
tory! 

Rabbi Schachtel must remem- 
ber very well Hegel’s answer to 
his critics: All the worse for the 
facts.

Berger does, that “Neither Wid 
anyone else.” 

The rabbi did hear Dr. Neu- 
mann read “a long message 
signed by Albert Einstein with 
language that, I thought, no man 
of science would use.” The mes- 
sage was Professor LEinstein’s 
protest against British oppres- 
sion in Palestine. Rabbi Berger 
may not have understood, but 
the New York Times reporter ap- 
parently had no trouble with the 
message. 

The Times said: “In a mes- 
sage from his home in Princeton, 
N. J., Prof. Albert Einstein noted 
that the Jewish leaders were 
being arrested at the very mo- 
ment that the Grand Mufti ‘has 
been allowed to make his reap- 
pearance in the Middle East and 
renew his mischievous and dan- 
gerous activities.’ Hé appealed to 
all fair-minded people in Britain 
to ‘halt this destructive policy’.” 

Man Who Spoke in Yiddish 

“Then,” Rabbi Berger’ con- 
tinues cryptically, “a man who 
spoke in Yiddish. Excitedly.”’ The 
“man” was Isaac Hamlin, the 
head of Paole Zion. That he 
spoke in Yiddish is his business. 
That he felt keenly about British 
action in Palestine is to his 
credit. We can only be sorry that 
as a Jew, Rabbi Berger also does 
not feel as keenly about his peo- 
ple. However, the rabbi denies 
that the Jews are a people; per- 
haps that is the explanation. 

Mrs. Judith Epstein of Hadas- 
sah was the next speaker and 
Rabbi Berger passes over her 
quickly. He also makes short 
shrift of “a man named Nagler 
who represented himself as ‘the 
voice of American labor’.” Mr. 
Nagler, for Rabbi Berger’s in- 
formation is Isidore Nagler, vice 
president of the New York State 
Federation of Labor. Speaking 
for the AFL, Mr. Nagler read a 
message from his chief, William 
Green, who condemned British 
policy in Palestine. 

“It was hot,” Rabbi Berger con 
tinues. “The pavement burned 
through my shoes. I had enough 
—and I left.” 

Rabbi Berger left. But the 
thousands remained to _ hear 
whom undoubtedly he would have 
referred to “a man named Hol- 
lander” (Louis Hollander, presi- 
dent of the New York State CIO, 
who read messages from Philip 
Murray and the late Sidney Hill- 
man, national CIO leaders); he 
would have heard Representative 
Emanuel Celler ;he would have 
heard Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. 

Had he remained it would 
have made no difference. To him 
the rally was “empty baiting of 
Britain.” The fact that these 
men and women were gathering 
as American Jews to protest 
mass arrests of fellow Jews in 
Palestine — that becomes “empty 
baiting of Britain.” Perhaps 
President Truman’s protest—de- 
livered in more diplomatic terms, 
to be sure also was “empty bait- 
ing of Britain.” 

Whe Is Integrated? 
All of this, to Rabbi Berger, 


is “Segregation in Action.” He, ° 


on the other: hand, is an “inte- 
grated American.” The thousands 
who attended the rally would 
deny the inference that, because 
they held a meeting as Jews to 
raise their voices against injus- 
tices to fellow Jews, they are pur- 
suing an un-American course. 
And they would question the de- 
gree of Rabbi Berger’s integra- 
tion. Certainly he is not an inte- 
grated Jew. 

It’s probably just as well that 
Rabbi Berger left when he did. 
It was hot, after all, uncom- 
fortably hot. The thousands 
stayed well past their dinner 
hour. But there was no reason 
for Rabbi Berger to go hungry.

ISRAEL OF TOMORROW, Edit- 
ed by Dr. Leo Jung, Herald 
Square Press, 493 Pages. 

TIS volume contains twenty- 
T one articles divided under 
the headings “Religion,”” “Anti- 
Semitism,” “Law,” “The Arts,” 
“Science,” “Palestine,” “Poland” 
and “America.” Despite the title, 
the emphasis is chiefly on the 
past, with little = 
guidance for the '@ 
future. 

The editor and | 
most of the con- | 
tributors are ex- 
ponents of an un- 
bending ortho- 
doxy which 
disposes of re- 
ligious and : 
moral problems by the naive ex- 
pedient of taking recourse to the 

“Will of God.” A volume written 

in this spirit is not one which 

will either help or inspire Jews, 
despite the constant reference to 

Ged, Torah and Israel, terms 

which I revere and love as much 

as the editor and his associates. 

The chapter “Judaism and In- 

ternational Law” by Rabbi Philip 
Biberfeld, is a tragic instance of 
this escapism. War, he declares, 
was “recognized only as a means 
to uphold the law.” His example 
of such a “law” is that unhappy 
provision in Deuteronomy, the 
execution is not recorded in Jew- 
ish history, which directs total 
warfare against Jewish towns 
whose inhabitants have com- 
mitted idolatry. (Deut. 13.14). To 
regard this primitive Biblical reg- 
ulation, to me a source of per- 
petual sorrow, as it is to the 
anti-Semites a convenient instru- 
ment with which to indict the 
Old Testament as an expression 
of the Divine Will, is to be re- 
ligiously and spiritually obtuse. 
The further comparison between 
the execution of a murder and 
the annihilation of a Jewish town 
for idolatry is both false and im- 
moral. And, as execution for 
idolatry is to our advanced moral 
and religious sense revolting, 
even more so is the “killing of 
women and children in certain 
wars” which must never be re- 
garded as Divine decrees, which 
unfortunately Rabbi  Biberfeld 
does. 


THE DOCTRINE that “when 
God commands the destruction of 
life, then that act becomes right, 
though men lacking in insight 
cannot fully comprehend it” is 
shockingly blasphemous. While 
mortal man cannot fathom the 
ways of the Almighty, it is never- 
theless sinful to attribute to God 
conduct which is characteristic of 
tyrants and despots. Certainly 
Abraham, Jeremiah and Job did 
not hesitate to argue with the 
Deity, and even to question His 
justice. 

This dangerous and revolting 
principle has indeed been the 
justification for religious bigotry 
and persecution throughout the 
ages. The Inquisition burned 
heretics and perpetrated hideous 
crimes. against man and God in 
the false belief that it was serv- 
ing the Almighty. The true spirit 
of the Torah and of Judaism re- 
ject such practice and teaching. 
Even God cannot transform in- 
justice into justice. 

The discussion of “The Jewish 
Attitude towards Peace and War” 
by Rabbi David S. Shapiro is in- 
tellectually on a par with the 
preceding article. Warlike epi- 
sodes in the early life of Israel, 
morally untenable, are excused 
on the spurious ground that the 
Deity ordered them. When one 
subscribes to the basic dogma of 
Ortheodoxy—Torah Min Hasha- 
maim—that the entire Bible is 
literally the word of Ged, such ir- 





rationality may be imperative. It 
is however a dogma which is in- 
compatible with contemporary re- 
ligious thinking and which the 
mass of American Jews, including 
their rabbis, not only Conserva- 
tive and Reform, but even many 
Orthodox, do not hold today. 
~ + * 

THE DISCUSSION of anti- 
Semitism by Professor Isaacs of 
Harvard, is truly fantastic. Two 
types of anti-Semitism—against 
Judaism and against the _ indi- 
vidual Jew are alleged to exist. 
By virtue of this classification, 
the author makes the preposter- 
ous assertion that “Coughlin has 
done more good than harm to the 
Jews.” Furthermore, the Profes- 
sor is naive enough to affirm that 
“those who adopt type two in 
America always meet with fail- 
ure—for the love of religious 
freedom is ingrained in every 
good American citizen.” 

Such specious thinking belongs 
to the same category which de- 
luded German Jews into believing 
that Hitler would never do them 
serious harm! 

Palestine is represented by two 
articles. The first by Mrs. David 
de Sola Pool, a survey of Jewish 
achievement, is splendid and in- 
forming. The second by Rabbi 
Isaac Unna is anything but sound. 
This Palestinian rabbi discusses 
seriously the need for the intro- 
duction of Terumah and Maaser, 
two Biblical ordinances which 
would require the restoration of 
the entire sacerdotal system. 

* * + . 

THE BEST and most challeng- 
ing essay in the book is that by 
Mr. Elisha M. Friedman on 
“America and Israel of Tomor- 
row.” Because the author deals 
with reality the result is a pene- 
trating analysis, a critique of 
contemporary Jewish life which 
is honest, fearless, nay, indis- 
pensable to an understanding of 
both the plight of the Jew and 
Judaism. 

The best index to Mr. Fried- 
man’s creative approach is the 
boldness with which he affirms 
that “political freedom brought 
spiritual slavery,” an indisputable 
truth, confirmed by the self-hate, 
the feeling of inferiority, the 
cowardice, timidity and fear 
which have become the character- 
istics of almost all Westernized 
Jews and which have made the 
lot of the “emancipated” Jew in- 
tolerable. The recognition of this 
basic truth touching Jewish life 
today is a prerequisite for any 
intelligent approach to the prob- 
lems—religious, social and eco- 
nomic—.which face the Jew. 
Interfaith No Good 

Professional “good-willers” will 
find no encouragement’ in these 
pages, a refreshing contrast with 
the childish approach to anti- 
Semitism by Professor Isaacs. 
Mr. Friedman _ fearlessly pro- 
claims the tragic truths that 
“there is no courageous Christian 
indictment of anti-Semitism” and 
“that Christian Europe has cruci- 
fied the Jew for two thousand 
years.” These two statements 
should enter the consciousness of 
the American Jew and convince 
him of the danger and futility of 
the so-called “good will” or “in- 
terfaith” work, a snare and a de 
lusion in more ways than one. 
Unless Christianity revises its 
theology about the Crucifixion, 
there is no hope for the Jew 
under Christendom.

ECALL of Jews to France. 
The expulsion of 1306 did 

not last long. The edict of expul 
sion was to despoil the Jews. 
Their recall on July 28, 1315, was 
prompted for the same mercen- 
ary reasons. Louis X, brother of 
Philip the Fair, decreed that the 
Jews might return to France for 
a period of twelve years. Those 
who returned, however, were in- 
sufficient in number or in intel- 
lectual strength and _ therefore 
were incapable of re-establishing 
the traditions of their 
fathers. They _ also 
fared badly because of 
the “G’zeirath Roim”— 
the Scourge of the Sheperds. In 
1320, the Pastoureaux, a band of 
peasants and herdsmen, led by 
unscrupulous men—a priest dri- 
ven from his church for his mis- 
deeds and an unfrocked monk— 
were eager for pillage and ad- 
venture. They attacked the Jews 
on all sides, with support of the 
populace, who joined them as 
brothers “for the love of Christ 
ageinst the enemies of the faith.” 
Some 500 Jews sought refuge in 
the fortress of Verdun-sur-Gar- 
onne. All perished there by tak- 
ing their own lives with the ex- 
ception of the children who later 
were baptized. The authorities 
didn’t wait for the expiration of 
the 12-year period, for within 
seven years after the recall in 
1315, the Jews were again forced 
to take up the wanderer’s staff 
and another edict of expulsion 
was pronounced on July 24, 1322.

What 
perverted their efforts into non-

sion to become like the Teutons, 
the most violent of anti-Semites 
in history. The morbid patrio- 
tism of the German Jews, in- 
duced by inferiority feelings and 
a sense of insecurity, gave Re- 
form Judaism an anti-Zionistic 
complexion, with emphasis not on 
Jews and Judaism but on patrio- 
tism, civic virtues, etc. That ‘the 
philosophy of anti-Zionist reform, 
with the basis on unity among 
Jews in religion is bankrupt” is 
beyond dispute. And those who 
love Reform Judaism and Israel 
will agree that even today it is 
tragic that “senile anti-Zionist 
rabbis, young and old, repeat 
their bankrupt fantasy.” ‘

WHAT DOES the future hold for 
the Jew? While optimistic, the 
author is not dogmatic about sur- 
vival. It will depend upon many 
factors, sociological, economic, 
etc., but particularly on what 
happens in Palestine and on the 
will and capacity of the Jew to 
adjust his own spiritual and re- 
ligious life, gravely undermined 
since the Emancipation. Unless 
the Jew can make Judaism a mov- 
ing and challenging experience, 
survival even in a sociologically 
healthy environment is not as- 
sured. That “out of the struggle 
between neo-Orthodoxy, Conserv- 
ative and neo-Reform Judaism 
may come a new vitalizing cur- 
rent in Jewish life” is a hope de- 
voutly to be wished for. Only the 
realization of this hope will in- 
sure in our land a vigorous and 
lively Jewry and Judaism. 
Because Mr. Friedman’s essay 
is a realistic appraisal of the 
contemporary Jewish scene, root- 
ed in fact and not fiction or out- 
moded dogma, is it worth the 
price of the entire book. It ex- 
cels all the other essays com- 
bined. It should be republished 
as a special pamphlet and widely 
distributed among eur people.

schlager’ (Jew-beaters) travelled 
the country from the Rhine to 
the Danube. The disorders which 
were marked by murder and pil- 
lage, began at Rottingen on the 
20th Ab, July 29, 1336 and con- 
tinued intermittently for three 
years. Emperor Lewis of Bavaria, 
placed the Jews under 
July 29, the protection of the 
1336 Count of Nuremberg 
and decreed that no ex- 
cesses against them would be 
tolerated. However, this was in 
vain. More than 100 Jewish com- 
munities have recorded massa- 
cres which took place at this 
time. These horrors were the 
early episodes of German-Jewish 
martyrdom over the centuries 
culminating with the Nazi ter- 
ror in our own time.

ITIZENS of Nuremberg For- 
bidden to Borrow from 
Jews. Forty years before this 
the Jews were expelled from Nu- 
remberg. In order to strengthen 
the severence of relations, the 
burghers were forbidden to carry 
on trade with the expelled Jews 
now residing outside the city. 
Nevertheless, intercourse still con- 
tinued because the business folk 
of the city needed cre- 
dit and the Jews alone 
were able to provide 
the necessary coin at 
fair rates. On July 30, 1539, Nu- 
remberg citizens were forbidden 
to borrow money from the Jews 
under a penalty of a fine of ten 
gulden. It wasn’t until early in 
the 19th century that a Jew, Si- 
mon Wolfkehle, was permitted to 
settle in Nuremberg. In 1852 the 
first divine services, on the occa- 
sion of the great festivals, took 
place.

EATH of Rabbi Benjamin 
Szold, American Rabbi and 
Scholar. To us today Szold is 
perhaps best remembered as the 
father of the late Henrietta Szold. 
Born in Hungary, Rabbi Szold 
came to Congregation Ohev Sha- 
lom, Baltimore, in 1859 where he 
served until his death. He was 
the leader of the conservative 
wing of the Reform movement 
in America and during his entire 
career Szold opposed 
radicalism, and fought 
the extreme tendencies 
that had already mani- 
fested themselves when he came 
to America, He helped organize 
the charitable agencies of Balti- 
more and devoted himself to help- 
ing Russian refugees who had 
emigrated to the United States 
because of the iniquitous May 
Laws. He was in sympathy with 
the nationalist movement (Zion- 
ism) in contrast with the other 
Reform leaders of the era. As 
an exegete, Szold developed a 
subtle and original system. His 
commentary on Job, written in 
classical Hebrew and conceived 
in an original afd deeply Jewish 
spirit, attests the accuracy of his 
scholarship. His publications in-

clared that the story of Exodus 
and the entire “legend” of the 
Jews’ story in Egypt was written 
by someone who lived hundreds 
of years after these episodes, Dr. 
Yehuda shews the fallaciousness 
of these contentions. 


Qne of the foremost experts on 
ancient Egypt, Dr. Yehuda com- 
piled a series of terms used in 
the Bible as well as-a list of 
words from Genesis and Exodus 
concerning Joseph and Moses and 
by comparing them with words 
used in the ancient Egyptian lan- 
guage demonstrates that the 
stories of the Bible relating to 
the period were written by per- 
sons who actually lived at that 
time. “Many of the words in Gen- 
esis and Exodus which we now 
accept as Hebraic, many idioms 
which we today consider to be 
pure Hebrew are, in fact, literal 
translations from the Egyptian, 
he points out. Only those who 
have lived in the ancient Egyp- 
tian environment could have em- 
ployed them. 


Dr. Yehuda further points out 
that the archaeological discover 
ies of recent years confirm the 
truth of the Bible. 

Similarly, Dr. Yehuda shatters 
many other theories of the “Bible 
critics” who employ all sorts of 
subterfuge to demonstrate that 
Jews “stole” the idea of one God 
from the Egyptians, the Sabbath 
from the Babylonians, and the 
laws of the Bible from both. Dr. 
Yehuda refutes the fantastic 
statements that there were two 
Moseses, an Egyptian and a Jew; 
that the Walls of Jericho never 
fell.

AT NUREMBURG Sperber came in contact with all the Nazi 
bigwigs. He learned many, many secrets which, as yet, have not 
been told.. Harry will eventually reveal the real story behind the 
death of the hangman Heydrich. Among other discoveries Harry 
will reveal the active part played in politics today by the Nazis. 
Yes, the Nazis are back under a new name and, what is more, our 
Army leaders remain passive while the organization blooms again.

Fliicraft is Sued 
By “Who's Who”

CHICAGO—Eugene R. Fiit- 


craft, publisher of the anti-Se- 
mitic “Gentile News,” has been 
sued in Circuit court here for 
$100,000 damages by the publish- 
ers of “Who’s Who in America,” 
charging that he made unauthor- 
ized use of the name “Who’s 
Who” in ‘his political campaign. 


Flitcraft was defeated last 
spring in an effort to gain the 
Republican nomination for coun- 
ty commissioner in Cook county. 
In his campaign he raised the 
religious issue, and by aiming 
his diatribes at Jews of the 
North Shore suburban area of 
Chicago, stirred up a storm of 
protest from both Jews and 
Christians. 


The suit makes two charges; 
first that Flitcraft falsely repre- 
sented himself as being listed in 
the book; and second, that he 
made unauthorized use of names 
in the book as a mailing list for 
his campaign.

No Decision From British Cabinet;

Rabbis Assigned to Regular Army as Chaplains for First Time in History 


Yor the first time in the history of the U.S. Army rabbis have 
been assigned to the Regular Army as chaplains, it was an- 
_ nounced by the Committee on Army and Navy Religious Activ- 
ities of the National Jewish Welfare Board which made public 
the names of the first five rabbis who have made the Army 


chaplaincy their lifetime career. 
Braude, Chaplain Edward Eieahogen, Chaplain Samuel Rosen, 


Chaplain Ralph H. Blumenthal and Chaplain Philip Pincus. Pre 
viously, rabbis had served in the Officers Reserve Corps and were 
called to active duty only during periods of national emergency 
or of peacetime maneuvers. During World War II, 311 rabbis, 
recruited, certified and served by the Committee on Army and 
Navy Religious Activities of the National Jewish Welfare Board, 
served as chaplains in the Army and Navy. The above five all 
served overseas during the war. 
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A. J. Conference ‘Highly Desirable’ 
Says Proskauer, But Lists Limits

CINCINNATI—A permanent American Jewish Conference 


would be “highly desirable,” said Judge Joseph M. Proskauer, presi- 
dent of the American Jewish Committee, “if it is not a functional 
organization or a legislative body but is exactly what the name im- 
plies—that is, a Conference.” 

This statement on the question of a permanent Jewish Con- 
ference by the president of the American Jewish Committee, an 
organization which withdrew from the American Jewish Conference 
shortly after its first plenary session, was made in a symposium 
on the subject now being conducted in the pages of “Liberal 
Tudaism,” official organ of the Union of American Hebrew Congre- 
gations. Its August issue also carries comment on the same subject 
by Dr. Joshua Trachtenberg, rabbi of B’rith Sholom Congregation, 
Easton, Pa., and Mrs. Frieda S. Rosett of New Rochelle, president 
of the National Federation of Temple Sisterhoods. 

Judge Proskauer declared that a permanent American Jewish 
Conference should function as a coordinating organization along 
the lines of the National Community Relations Advisory Council, 
that it should draw its membership from the various national 
organizations and from the local Jewish communal organizations 
in the various cities, and that it should “emphasize the things we 
have in common and which unite us, and not emphasize the things 
that draw us apart.” 

Tells His Ideas 

The type of American Jewish Conference projected by Judge 
Proskauer is to be seen from a list of things which he thinks 
“it should not be,” and a definition of the things “it should do.” 
Judge Proskauer said: 

“It should not be a functional organization which in any 
degree interferes with the actual operations of the present 
national agencies. 

“It should not be a legislative body which imposes its 
will by majority vote on anybody. 

“It should not try to coerce by majority vote the opinion 
of any of its constituents. 

“On the contrary, these are the things which it should do: 

“Jt should respect the opinions of all classes of Jews- 
Orthodox, Reform, Conservative, Zionists, anti-Zionists and 
non-Zionists. 

“It should strive for unity of conduct on specific problems 
within the area of agreement among these groups, which area 
is exceedingly large. It should urge such unity of conduct as to 
specific proposals upon the various groups. 

“I¢ should function in this respect very much along the 
lines of the National Community Relations Advisory Council, 
which endeavors to coordinate the work of the various national 
civic defense agencies and the major community public rela- 
tions councils. 

“It should draw its membership from the various national 
organizations and, in fair and well-defined ways, from repre- 
sentatives of the local Jewish communal organizations in the 
various cities. 

“It should have for its slogan the profound utterance of 
Professor Ralph Barton Perry that ‘the only kind of unity that 
can be said to be praiseworthy is a unity that harbors differ- 
ences and renders them benign.’ 

“It should studiously refrain from the use of streamroller 
tactics. 

“It should concern itself actively with the search to end 
the practice, grown all too general within the last few years, 
of personal and organizational animosities and abuse.” 


Trachtenberg’s Views Differ Radically 

Rabbi Trachtenberg, declaring that a permanent American 
Jewish Conference is inevitable, differed radically in his concept 
of the organization from the views held by Judge Proskauer. He 
said that it must be a “far more comprehensive body than its 
founders envisaged;” that it must not be “firmly circumscribed 
by the imperious will of some of the national organizations.” He 
declared that there is no doubt that the delegates want “a perm- 
anent Conference, one that will truly represent the Jewish com- 
munity of America, and that will be competent to consider all of 
the broad problems that confront the community, instead of the 
restricted agenda until now imposed upon it.” He expressed the 
belief that “such expansion of the Conference is backed by the 
preponderant weight of Jewish public opinion.” 

Rabbi Trachtenberg, accusing the national organizations | of 
opposing “the development of an effective representative assembly 
primarily because they refused to surrender the prerogatives and 
powers which they have accumulated,” said that “the future of the 
Conference depends on the readiness of the organizations to relax 
their strangle-hold. If the Interim Committee lacks the wisdom 
and the decency to effect this change,” he said, “then the need 
for a democratic organ will have to express itself through another 
medium.” 

Dr. Trachtenberg wants an American Jewish Conference demo- 
cratically run by the communities, rather than by national organ- 
izations. “‘The local democratic basis of a national organization,” 
he said, “is the local community. Many of the communities have 
ulready organized themselves democratically in community coun- 
cils. If the Confeernce fails to rise to its historic opportunity, out 
of these local councils will grow the movement to create a national 
organization based upon the communities. It is simply unthinkable 
to permit a chaotic disregard of the interest of the community 
as a whole to continue. By their ‘rugged individualism,” their re- 
fusal to work together, to coordinate their programs and submit 
them to the test of approval, the national organizations are forcing 
upon us the necessity of creating an independent over-all agency 
which will have the right and the power to express Jewish public 
opinion and to influence the conduct of Jewish public affairs.” 


Mrs. Rosett Doesn’t Want ‘Another’ Organization

The full resolution reads: 

“Concerned with the good 
name and welfare of the state of 
Georgia and desiring to join the 
voices of decency, the Committee 
on Community Relations of the 
Atlanta Jewish Community Coun- 
cil places itself on record as de- 
crying and condemning the re- 
cent unprovoked attack upon the 
lives of four Negro citizens of 
Walton County, Georgia. 

“We commend the efforts of our 
state and federal officials in tak- 
ing prompt action to apprehend 
those guilty. We urge that they 
continue their efforts until the 
guilty are brought to justice. 

“We believe the time has come 
for all good citizens of Georgia 
to recognize that any violation of 
the sacredness of human life by 
mob action is a real threat and 
danger to the rights and privi- 
leges of every citizen.” 





A.D.L. Decries Lynching

Indiana Sets Quota 
For Out-State Students

BLOOMINGTON, Ind.—A limit 


of 15 per cent has been placed 
on admission of out-of-state stu 
dents to Indiana university this 
fall according to a_ statement 
made by President Herman B, 
Wells. 

“Indiana university feels its re 
sponsibility to the youth of Indi 
ana and will in general give 
preference to their admission to 
the university and to housing in 
university halls,” the statement 
said. 

“However, in pre-war years the 
university enrolled and housed a 
small percentage of _ students 
from out of state and from for 
eign lands. We cannot and do not 
want to limit our enrollment only 
to Indiana as there are advan 
tages to our in-state students in 
the intermingling with those 
from other states and_ nations. 
Further, the university feels a 
definite obligation to the sons 
and daughters of alumni who re 
side out of state and to former 
Indiana residents. 

“In order to accommodate an 
equitable number of out-of-state 
students with a minimum of 
hardship to those residing in Indi- 
ana, it was determined several 
months ago that there should be 
an established quota for out-of 
state students beginning in Sep 
tember, 1946, this quota to be 
based on the proportionate num 
ber of such students admitted to 
the university in 1939-40, the last 
pre-war year.

TEL AVIV—With military operations in Tel Aviv ended and 
the siege of the city lifted, Jewish circles here are questioning 
the results of the four-day occupation by more than a full division 


of infantry troops supported by 
machine gun carriers. 

They point out that these 20,- 
000 soldiers carried out a war- 
time operation against 200,000 
civilian residents of Tel Aviv. At 
the end of the four days all that 
had been found were some old 
Haganah arms caches and a 
small quantity of arms belonging 
to the Irgun Zvai Luemi hidden 
in the air raid shelter of a syna- 
gogue which was accessible to 
anybody. 

In addition, about 1,500 peopie 
were detained, but only about 40 
suspected terrorists were ar- 
rested, including the sister of 
Abraham Stern, the late leader 
of the Stern Group, who had 
nothing to do with the activities 
of his organization. 

These same circles point out 
that the cost of this large-scale 
operation was unnecessarily high 
in relation to the results ob- 
tained. Was it necessary, they 
asked, to cut off so large a city 
for four days in order to arrest 
40 people—a task which could 
have been accomplished by 50 
ordinary policemen. 

It was announced that 22 sus- 
pected terrorists among the 724 
persons who are being interro- 
gated following the Tel Aviv 
raids have been transferred by 
air to the British internment 
camp in Eritrea. 

The Tel Aviv municipality’s 
special committee assigned to 
check damages caused during the 
raids said that it has already reg- 
istered 300 cases, in which the 
total damage involved is esti- 
mated at $600,000. 

The Journalists Association in 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem protested 
the beating of Asrield Schwartz, 
an assistant editor of the daily 
newspaper Mishmar, who was as- 
saulted by troops when he ob- 
jected to the looting of a jewelry 
shop by soldiers. The editors of 
the Hebrew press have com- 
plained to the Chief Secretary 
against the silencing of the en- 
tire Hebrew press during the 
raids and the military’s failure 
to recognize the press credentials 
of resident correspondents.

6,500 Land In Week, 
10,000 More on Seas

HAIFA — A_ refugee _ vessel 


carrying 1,300 visaless immi- 
grants, the fourth to arrive this 
week, was sighted by British 
reconnaissance planes and four 
more ships with approximately 
10,000 Jewish refugees aboard 
were reported to be on the high 
seas headed for Palestine. 


The fourth steamer, the Raf- 
fiah, together with the S. 5S. 


. Yagour, which already entered 


the harbor, crowded to the rails 
with 2,000 passengers, brought 
the number of “illegals” arriving 
within the past week to over 
6,500. 


Earlier, the 3,300 men, women 
and children held aboard the S. S. 
Haganah and the Hahayal Haivri 
went on a short hunger strike 
which was ended when authori- 
ties agreed to permit their dis- 
embarkation. Lieut. Gen. Sir 
Evelyn Barker, British military 
commander in Palestine, boarded 
the Haganah and spoke to the 
refugees. 


Jewish hospitals in Jerusalem, 
Haifa, Tel Aviv, and Tiberias are 
getting up emergency wards to 
care for the thousands of ar- 
rivals, many of whom are ill and 
suffering from hunger, thirst, 
and physical exhaustion. One ob- 
server who inspected the ships 
already at anchor in Haifa har- 
ber described conditions aboard 
the overcrowded vessels as “ap- 
palling.”

Official Zionist Stand 
Partition Unacceptable

PARIS—The Jewish Agency 


executive meeting here an- 
nounced this week that the Brit- 
ish proposals on Palestine are 
considered “unacceptable as a 
basis for discussions.” 

At the same time, it voted to 


| convene a special session of the 


Zionist Actions Committee some- 
where in Europe before the end 
of August. The meeting, which is 
expected to take place in France, 
will probably be attended by only 
half the members of the Actions 
Committee, because it is felt that 
it would be unadvisable to strip 
Palestine and other Jewish cen- 
ters of all Zionist leaders at the 
present time. 


The executive also announced 
that it is planning to submit to 
the Peace Conference a memo- 
randum drawing the treaty-mak- 
ing nations’ attention to certain 
“omissions” regarding Jewish 
needs and rights. 

An Agency spokesman com- 
menting on its rejection of the 
“federalization” plan, said that 
the Zionists felt it was unaccept- 
able for the following reasons: 

The plan offers no independ- 
ence to either Jews or Arabs and 
the self-government provisions 
are illusory since important pow- 
ers are left in the hands of the 
High Commissioner and even 
those assigned to the provincial 
legislatures require the approval 
of the Commissioner. 

While depriving the Jewish peo- 
ple of their rights under the 
mandate in 85 per cent of the 
country, the plan denies them the 
right to decide immigration pol- 
icy in even the 15 per cent of the 
country allotted to them, which is 
even smaller than the Jewish 
state recommended by the Peel 
Commission. 

Lastly, there is. no finality to 
the scheme, except for those sec- 
tions of it which deny Jewish 
rights in 85 per cent of the coun- 
try. It provides for arbitrary rule 
by the British for an indefinite 
period. 





Thousands En Route; 
Wait British Decision

JERUSALEM — Concern and 


apprehension in official circles 
over the arrival in the past week 
of several thousand visaless im- 
migrants and the reports that 
thousands of others are en route 
is making some final decision ob- 
vious. One reliable source esti- 
mated that 17,000 Jews have 
sailed for Palestine since June 29. 


The decision as to whether 
these immigrants are to be ad- 
mitted is up to London, but it is 
understood that the Palestine 
Government has recommended 
the admittance of only women 
over 50 years of age, children 
under ten and persons who are, 
seriously ill. 


Jewish circles here are consid- 
erably concerned over the fate of 
the Yagour, Raffiah and four 
other unidentified vessels, which 
were reported nearing Palestine 
several days ago and should have 
arrived here by now. An uncon- 
firmed rumor which spread 
throughout Jerusalem said that 
British naval units have appre- 
hended at least one refugee ves- 
sel on the high seas and have 
taken it into Cyprus, where the 
passengers were disembarked 
and placed in an _ internment 
camp which has been set up to 
house refugees turned away 
from Palestine.

The President’s sudden shift 
on the plan resulted from ap- 
peals sent to the White House by 
Herbert H. Lehman and other 
prominent Jews, by influential 
members of Congress and by

and Frank Buxton, three of the 
six American members of the 
Anglo-American Committee of In- 
quiry on Palestine, Dr. Silver re- 
vealed. He said he believed that 
the President, and Secretary of 
State Byrnes, had been taken by 
surprise by their experts’ accept- 
ance of the “federalization” 
scheme, and quoted Mr. Truman 
as having told Sen. Wagner that 
he did not wish to do anything 
to injure the Jews. 

Describing the British proposal 
as “partition without partition,” 
the American Zionist leader 
charged that the Anglo-American 
experts had been instructed to ~ 
implement the report of the in- 
quiry committee, but, instead, 
had made _ recommendations 
which were at wide variance with 
the report. If these recommen- 
dations had been accepted by the 
President, it would have repre- 
sented a victory for circles in 
the State Department’s Near 
Eastern Division which would 
have always followed the British 
line, he added. 

Still Wants Congress Here 

Asked to comment on the meet- 
ing of the Jewish Agency execu- 
tive in Paris, Dr. Silver said that 
this conference cannot set a 
definitive policy for the Zionist 
movement. He advocated that a 
World Zionist Congress be held 
as soon as possible, preferably 
in the United States.

time being. For some time we have been fighting the British 
government, more or less with the aid of the United States gov- 
ernment. Now we were faced with the prospect of having the 
United States government aligned with the British so that we 
should have to fight both. 

Let us review the whole story. 
cenly as part of my material. 

American public opinion is with all those peoples who are op- 
pressed by the British Empire. The United States government, 
in its foreign relations, dees not always follow public opinon. The 
State Department meekly trails after the British Foreign Office. 

In the case of the Jews in Palestine, American public opinion 
is more actively sympathetic because it is constantly aroused; 
politicians ai¢ more susceptible to public pressure because of the 
large Jewish vote in such strategic centers as New York, Chicago, 
Boston and Cleveland, which can defeat an administration if it can- 
not necessarily elect one. But in the State Department we have 
more active enemies, especially in the Near East Division which is 
staffed by friends and relatives of missionaries and professors in 
the Middle East who are virulently anti-Zionist. 


I am using Silver’s words 


THE PRESENT British government has abandoned all its radi- 
cal and socialist principles in its dealings with peoples along the 
Mediterranean: the Greeks, the Egyptians, the Spaniards, and the 
Jews and Arabs as well. In the current issue of The Nation there 
is an article by Aylmer Vallance (dated London, July 24) in which 
he more or less praises the Labor policies at home but adds a 
severe criticism of what he terms “Bevinism” abroad. “For the 
sake of Middle Eastern oil Britain is acquiescing in the savage re- 
pression of all Greek and Egyptian progressives by semi-fascist 
regimes and is risking a disastrous and bloody war with the Pal- 
etine Jews,” says Vallance. 

British Labor leaders are blind and deaf to our appeals for 
justice and peace. Herbert Morrison, whose ideals lie shattered 
in every country in the Mediterranean, lectures us on Zionism and 
tells us not to corrupt our ideals. Five years ago that bum came 
to New York in a shabby suit and the Amalgamated Union made 
him a new one as a present so that he could appear in Town Hall 
to deliver his stirring talk for Zionism. Now he and his colleagues 
act like bums suddenly placed in the seats of the mighty. 

American public opinion is very much on our side, but so it 
is on the side of Indonesia. Unless we tell the administration in 
no uncertain terms that whoever helps carry out the declared 
policy of this country and the wishes of the American public on 
the question of Palestine will get the votes, nothing will be done, 
just as nothing is done in the case of Indonesia. 

The Indonesians can only hope to achieve their freedom by 
force of rebellion. The Jews in Palestine have come to the some 
conclusion. But rebellion is a costly business. The more we exert 
pressure here, the less lives and property it will be necessary to 
spend in Palestine. We can no longer avert the Jewish rebellion 
in Palestine; in one form or another it is already going on. But 
we can use our political power in this country to create such condi- 
tions that the rebellion will soon cease. 


NOW for a brief review of the events. 

Truman asked for the admission of 100,000 D.P.’s. Attlee 
asked for a joint commission. It is an open secret now that Attlee 
and Bevin were disappointed with the report because it recom- 
mended the admission of the 100,000 and the modification of the 
White Paper of 1939. It is also well known that the Commission 
was asked to approve a “federalization” plan such as was recently 
sprung on us, but the American members turned it down. 

The unanimous Report of the Committee was published. Tru- 
man welcomed the positive recommendations—the admission of 
the 100,000 and the abolition of the White Paper of 1939 and said 
he would take the long-range recommendations under advisement. 
The British didn’t like it. Months went by. Transjordan was de- 
clared to be an independent state. The Mufti miraculously escaped 
to Cairo. There were disturbances in Palestine and the D.P. camps. 
Bevin made his notorious speech in Bournemouth, with its insults 
te Jews and Americans and the false figures about finances and 
military forces. 

Zionist leadership in this country began to press the govern- 
ment. As a result, Truman appointed a technical commission to 
deal with the logistics of moving the 100,000 Jews to Palestine. 
When its work was completed, a Cabinet Commission was ap- 
pointed, consisting of the Secretaries of War, State and Treasury. 
Their alternates were sent to London to negotiate the implementa- 
tion of the Report and the expediting of the moving of the 100,000. 

The Jews were not consulted on the appointments, but, said 
Silver, “We had our doubts about Grady,” who had always followed 
a pro-British line. I recall that at the time of the appointment 
the Zionists comforted themselves with the fact that Grady had 
received from Truman explicit directives. Now, in the Sunday 
Times of August 4 we read that Grady’s two colleagues who went 
with Grady and members of the advisory staff who went along 
had sent an official complaint to the authorities in Washington, 
“over Grady’s head” that they had not been consulted and that 
Grady ignored the directives. 


GRADY AGREED to a fraud partition plan or “federalization” 
plan which the British, among many other plans, had kept on ice 
and which the Anglo-American Commission had rejected. Byrnes 
acceeded to Attlee’s importunities and convinced Truman he had 
to okeh it. The jig was up as far as getting anything from the 
present administration in Washington was concerned. Truman was 
rude to Wagner and Mead, who came to see him, accompanied by 
James G. MacDonald. He was even ruder to Celler and nine 
ether Congressmen. Truman always becomes rude when he is 
faeed with a problem he cannot handle. But he is basically decent 
an? wants to do the right thing.

Rabbi Agus Closes Series With Appeal 
To Revert to Historic Policy of The Book 


By RABBI JACOB B. AGUS > 

(1) I am asked, what alternative do you 
offer to the policy of violence? The assumption 
is that if-no acceptable alternative is available, 
then the course of violence is justified. I chal- 
lenge the logic of this argument. Suicide is 
never justified. It may well be that we cannot 
at this moment achieve a satisfactory solution 
for Zionism, and yet the case against violence 
remains valid and unshaken. This does not 
mean that I see no way out of the cul de sac, 
in which we now find ourselves. A number of 
possible vistas hover on the horizon. My argu- 
ment is simply this: that whatever can be done 
for the advancement of Zionist aims can be 
furthered only through a policy of peaceful 
collaboration with the Anglo-American entent 
and can only be vitiated by acts of terrorism 
and by the advocacy of mass-resistance in Pal- 
estine, which inevitably issues in violence. 

(2) We must avoid the mistake of staking 
the very existence of the Yishuv and the very 
existence of our people -on an immediate 
achievement of Zionist aims. It would certainly 
be grand if the age old dream of our people 
could become a reality in our own day. We 
suffered so much in the past few years that 
nothing less than the fulfillment of the Zionist 
dream can possibly make us feel that the sacri- 
fices of the six million was not in vain, that 
somehow it was balanced by Zion rebuilt in 
the Divine scheme of things. At the same time, 
we must realize that if the consummation of 
our hopes for Zion must be deferred in our day, 
as it was deferred in so many generations be- 
fore, it is not for us to defy the will of Provi- 
dence with the ultimatum, “it must be today, 
or it will never be.” 

Dr. Herzl knocked at*the doors of diplomats 
for ten years, without making the slightest 
headway. Did he yield to the desperate slogan, 
“now or never?” From the time of the Bilu 
settlers to the Balfour Declaration, fifty years 
had elapsed, during which time only a few 
thousand pioneers settled in the Holy Land, 
while two million Jews emigrated to America. 
Did the early pioneers give up and say, “now, 
or never’? 

We had many false messiahs who, at var- 
ious periods of our history, came forth with 
the claim that redemption was imminent. Many 
Jews would follow them because, as the Polish 
Jews said to the pseudo-Messiah Sabbati Zevi 
in 1666, “if Messiah does not come now, he will 
never come.” The rabbis were called upon to 
combat this mood of desperation in almost 
every generation, and the true Jews obeyed 
them, knowing that “the eternal One of Israel 
will not prove false.” 

(3) THUS, WHEN I AM ASKED what 
alternative to terror I can offer, I say that Zion- 
ism will not perish even if no satisfactory alter- 
native is presently available. Even now fifteen 
hundred are being admitted legally every 
month; even now, soil is being purchased, and 
the land is being built. The tempo is not as 
rapid as we should like it to be but it is still 
greater than that of any year in the entire his- 
tory of Zionism, up to the rise of Hitler. In 
the face of our terrible needs, this tempo is in- 
deed galling in the extreme. But, we have no 
other way of building; through terror and the 
inevitable repression which terror begets, we 
can only destroy. 

It is well to recall the parable of Rabbi 
Joshua ben Chananyah which he narrated to a 
group of Zealots, gathered to begin a revolt 
against Rome. Said he, a lion ate his meal and 
a bone was stuck in his throat. He could neither 
swallow it nor eject it. In his distress, he 
pleaded for help and promised all kinds of re- 
wards to any one who would remove the bone 
from his throat. A stork responded to the 
lion’s pleas and pulled the bone out with its 
long beak. Thereupon, the stork asked for its 
reward. The lion, his old self again, said, “go 
and tell all fowls and beasts that you were in 
the lion’s mouth and that you came out alive. 
This is your reward.” 

We are today like our ancestors in the Ro- 
man Empire in the position of being forced to 
remain content with the stork’s reward. 

(4) Some of my colleagues who are pro- 
foundly convinced of the tragic errors of the 
policy of violence, hesitate to express their 
views publicly for fear of weakening Zionist 
sentiment in this country or because they feel 
that the Yishuv should be allowed to run its 
own affairs, without any advice from the Jews 
of the Diaspora. Neither consideration excuses 
their withholding the calming effects of their 
influences from the present scene of confusion. 
Those marginal Jews, whose Zionism cannot 
stand the test of adversity will desert the cause 
in any event, if matters are allowed to follow 
their natural course. When they read the dis- 
quieting news from Palestine and the hostile 
comments in the press and over the radio, thev 


will gradually begin to skulk in their tents and 
they will desert the movement eventually. 

The all-weather Zionists, on the other hand, 
are not infected with the pseudo-messianic 
virus of “now or never.” They know that Zion- 
ism is not a political soap-bubble that might 
disappear in a moment, by the chance gust of 
a hostile wind. If mistakes have been made, 
they will be corrected; if Zionist progress is 
necessarily slow for a few years, it will gather 
momentum later; if one road is blocked, others 
will be opened. For our quest is not of today 
or of yesterday, it is eternal and it is invincible. 

(5) As to the argument that the Yishuy 
should be allowed to run its own affairs, the 
answer is that the Yishuv is itself wavering 
between two alternatives. According to news. 
paper reports, the followers of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, whose views are herein advocated, 
are now more numerous than those of David 
Ben Gurion, who desires to have it declared that 
a state of war exists between the Yishuv and 
the mandatory government. The swing in Weiz- 
mann’s favor came directly after the disaster 
of the King David Hotel, which demonstrated 
the fallacy of the concept of a “controlled re- 
bellion.” However, the pendulum might swing 
back again. That is why Dr. Weizmann needs 
allies and needs them badly, if a catastrophe is 
to be avoided. Once a state of war is presumed 
to exist in Palestine, then all acts of terror and 
all forms of retaliation become legitimate. The 
outcome of any such trial of strength can only 
be disastrous to the Yishuv and to the cause 
of world Zionism. 

AS A MATTER OF FACT, outstanding lead- 
ers of the Yishuv are now clamoring for help 
from the moral and spiritual leaders of this 
country, to help them overcome the hysterical 
mood of suicidal desperation which has over- 
whelmed many of the younger elements in the 
Yishuv. Following is the copy of a cablegram 
received this week from Palestine. It was sent 
by one of the leading men in the Yishuv to a 
prominent rabbi and member of the national 
Zionist executive. 

“Urge you use influence organizations. De- 
mand Jewish authorities here mobilize all 
resources. Stamp out terrorists immedi- 
ately. This is last chance. Avoid moral phy- 
sical chaos.” 

The Tel Aviv newspaper, Ha-aretz, demands 
the resignation of the present members of the 
Agency and the appointment of a new group 
that will undertake to bring the terror under 
control and reestablish friendly relations with 
the mandatory government. Moshe Smilansky, 
one of the oldest pioneers of Palestine writes 
in Commentary: 

“But the promulgation of a “state” and the 
preparations that led to it have turned the 
Hagana’s dish upside down, putting that 
organization in the same rank as the mur- 
derers of the Irgun Zevai Leumi and the 
Stern Group.” 

This writer does not indorse Smilansky’s 
opinion of the Hagana, which has thus far 
avoided the path of terror. In the same ar- 
ticle, Smilansky remarks, for the benefit of 
those whg see no alternative to the demand for 
a Jewish state: 

“I feel sure that, without the Biltmore tu- 
mult, ten times as many immigrants could 
have been smuggled into Palestine than 
were actually landed since the issuance of 
the White Paper.” 

EVEN the Jewish Morning Journal which 
staunchly defended the terroristic policy in the 
past year now begins to question the wisdom 
of declaring a state of war in Palestine. Thus, 
its staff writer Aidelsberg wrote: 

“While the terroristic act (King David 
Hotel bombing) is wholly that of the Irgun, 
the leadership of the Yishuv cannot be ab- 
solved of at least moral responsibility for 
such events. Army commanders who play 
into the hands of the enemy should be held 
accountable. A resistence movement that 
is inwardly rent apart and the paris of 
which wage war against one another cannot 
possibly result in anything else but dis- 
aster; the responsible leaders of the Yishuv 
had to be blind not to see it. Else they 
would have considered no resistance at all 
to be healthier and more in line with the 
Zionist goal.” 

In a similar vein, Jacob Glatstein, another 
staff writer commented: 

“From all this it is plain that the Jewish 
people, which wants to live and must live, 
must revise its whole romantic policy, 
which is now proven to be bankrupt. In the 
light of events, the word “militant” which 
has been attached to Dr. Silver’s policy 
sounds ridiculous.”

ISN’T any too late to write about Sidney 
Hillman, though almost a month has passed 
since he was buried. When is it ever too late 
to speak the praises of a great gentleman? A 
man truly is dead when people have ceased to 
speak of him in praise and Sidney Hillman 
isn’t one who is dead, even though he has been 
buried. 

Yes, a good man keeps on living long after 
he has been buried and Sidney Hillman is one 
of that kind. 

I may consider myself 
somewhat of an author- 
ity on“Sidney Hillman, 
though I saw him only 
once on a platform which 
was quite a distance from 
me in the auditorium. 
You might say that my 
authority is second-hand, 
since what I know about 
Sidney Hillman comes 
from another person. 

Yet I greatly revered that person. He was 
a Christian who really tried to live and conduct 
his business and all his human relations by 
Christ’s Sermon on the Mount. 

His name was Arthur Nash, a citizen of our 
town. He was a clothing manufacturer. He 
was called “Golden Rule” Nash. The Golden 
Rule was just a trade mark of his clothing 
business in the beginning—something to sell 
suits by. 

But Arthur Nash repeated his slogan so 
often and so long that in time he came to be- 
lieve devoutly in it and to conduct all his af- 
fairs by it. I remember the time a girl in his 
office defaulted to the amount of several thou- 
sands of dollars, but he didn’t prosecute her. 





To send her to prison wasn’t the way of 
the Golden Rule. He kept her in his office so 
that by her earnings she could give back to 
him what she had taken. He raised her wages, 
so that she could the more quickly repay what 
she owed him. In time he “pardoned” her. 
Long before it was all paid off, he told her she 
owed him no more. She had faithfully tried. 


* * * 


THERE WAS THE TIME his payroll was 
held up—a matter of many thousands of dol- 
lars stolen. The robber was caught, but “Golden 
Rule” Nash was deeply troubled about the rob- 
ber’s wife and four children. What would be- 
come of them when the robber was sentenced 
to a long term in prison? This was heavy on 
the conscience of “Golden Rule” Nash. He 
said these children mustn’t be made to suffer 
for the sin of their father. 

He called the robber’s wife to his office. ... 
“I am putting you on mypayroll at $20 a week,” 
he said. 

“But, Mr. Nash,” she replied, “ I can’t work 
in your factory. I have to look after my chil- 
dren.” ; 

“T am not asking you to work in my fac- 
tory. I just want you to be a good mother to 
your children. For that I shall pay you $20 a 
week.” 

I mention all this in order to establish the 
fine. authority of “Golden Rule” Nash on the 
character of Sidney Hillman. Anyway, it’s 
good to make a report on a gentleman so great 


and good, since gentlemen aren’t any too many 
in the world. 

One day, long ago, our town was startled by 
news that was rare in that time. In that time 
unions and their leaders were being chased by 
dogs, like rabbits, and no clothing manufacturer 
or any other industrialist could think of in- 
viting a union to organize his factory. 

Here was “Golden Rule” Nash doing that 
very thing. He had invited the Amalgamated 


Clothing Workers into his factory. The re-_ 


porters rushed over to his office. Why are you 
doing this? Mr. Nash had a written statement 
ready. 

oo * x 

HE SAID .he wanted his workers to be as 
strong as he. Without the union they were 
just weak individuals who could do little for 
themselves in their relations with him, but to- 
gether in the union they would be as strong 
as he in their dealings with him. For that 
reason he had invited Sidney Hillman to bring 
his union into the Nash factory. (This was 
long before the time of the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations Law.) 

He said he had learned-to know Hillman 
well and was proud to be associated with such 
a man. In that time we reporters knew only 
vaguely about Sidney Hillman. Nash’s state- 
ment told us all about him: Hillman, an immi- 
grant, a toiler in a clothing factory, had led 
his fellow-workers out of the sweatshops to a 
better way of living and working. He was one 
of those who had enlarged man to look like 
the essential image of his Maker. 

“Golden Rule” Nash said: “I regard Sidney 
Hillman as another Jew like Jesus. He is a 
great prophet.” 

Ever since then I had always envisaged Sid- 
ney Hillman in this pattern. When, long later, 
politicians tried to tear him apart, I remem- 
bered what Nash had said about his being a 
prophet and a Jew like Jesus. Yes, prophets 
always did get it in the neck and occasionally 
one was crucified. 

They were sneering “Clear it with Sidney.” 
Maybe it was a good thing to clear some of 
the hard problems of human affairs with people 
like Sidney. Things were being cleared too 
much with people without vision who could 
see only their own selfish purposes. 

They were saying, by way of disparage- 
ment, that Sidney Hillman once studied to be a 
rabbi in Lithuania. He had emigrated and had 
become a tailor instead of a rabbi, in Chicago. 
But if a rabbi is one who takes to himself the 
prophetic spirit, who, like an Isaiah, leads man 
toward his essential dignity, couldn’t it be said 
that Sidney Hillman had become a great rabbi, 
after all? 

A rabbi without ordination, except that con- 
ferred upon him by his own character and 
vision; a truly Jewish leader who knew all men 
as his brothers and who in his leadership was 
followed by men of all varieties; none knew 
him in his special identity as Jew, but as a 
friend of man. 

Truly, “Golden Rule” Nash proclaimed Sid- 
ney Hillman’s self-ordination when he said of 
him: “I regard Sidney Hillman as another Jew 
like Jesus. He is a great prophet.”

series of appeals against the policy of violence. 
It would have been much easier to follow the 
crowd and join in the chorus ef “amen” to all 
the edicts that come from the top. But, there 
comes a time when conscience must be set 
against politics, and cowardly silence then be- 
comes a veritable sin. “For the sake of Zion, I 
Shall not be silent,” says the Psalmist. Zionism 
is to me, more than a political expedient; it is 
the soul and substance of our historic strivings 
as a people. 

We undertook to show the world that “Jew- 
ish nationalism is different;” it is constructive 
and peaceful, spiritual to the core, not destruc- 
tive and aggressive, expressed in war and vio- 
lence. God knows, we meant every word of it. 
Achad Ha’am, one of the great founders of 
Zionism declared in\a historic rebuke to Re- 
visionism that he had rather not have Palestine 
if he could get it only by force. This sentiment 
was also expressed by the saintly theologian, 
Solomon Schechter, founder of the Conserva- 
tive Movement in America and teacher of a 
generation of leading Zionists. We did not 
dream the dream of Zion for eighteen centuries 
to see it become another Macedonia. 

Furthermore, in the inscrutable wisdom of 
Providence, our fate and our faith are one and 
inseparable. Long ago, our ancestors chose the 
Book in preference to the sword; ever since 
then they encountered nothing but disaster, 
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whenever they rebelled against their destiny 
and attempt to reverse the choice. Our well- 
being, safety and very life depend upon the ex- 
tent to which the Book prevails over the sword 
at any one time. Not only is the sword repug- 
nant to us, but we can only harm ourselves if 
we should decide to use it. As the imitators of 
Esau, we have never been able to get to first 
base. 

Thus, we can today allow events to follow 
their own tragic logic to the imevitable con- 
clusion. But, if we do, the fair name of Zionism 
will be be besmirched, the dream will have 
turned into ashes, the unbuilt homeland will 
have turned into a shambles. And we shall be 
left with nothing but curses, curses against Eng- 
land, perhaps too, curses against America. Is 
that a fair prospect? 

Of course, England is to blame. But, does 
it do us any good to repeat this refrain ad in- 
finitum? To us, British policy is a fact, a phase 
of the rocky coast midst which the ship of 
Zion must be steered. This ship bears the hope 
and dreams, the glory and vision, the idealism 
and pride of a hundred generations. Let us not 
permit it to be dashed against the rocks through 
the madness of desperation. Let us ride through 
the storm and through the night; in the end, 
the dawn and the shore will become visible. 

To close with a sage advice from the Tal- 
mud: 

“Better is the curse which the prophet, 
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On Wednesday a simultaneous declaration was ‘to be issued

What happened in the meantime? 

Pressure. Pressure from Crum and Burton and MacDonald. 
Pressure from Lehman and Snyder and many others. I am not 
in a position either to vouch for the truth of all the stories I heard 
or to divulge all the names I heard. But I heard that Snyder came 
in to Truman and told him: “I don’t feel right about this Palestine 
business, and I am sure we are going to have trouble with it.” I 
heard that after Truman had decided: to recall Grady he called 
in Wagner and told him: “I have good news for you. After all, 
I don’t want to hurt the Jews.” 


ALL THIS was accomplished by pressure. The pressure was 
made possible because Silver wisely decided to stay in the States 
instead of going to a conference of the Jewish Agency in Paris. 
He worked like a beaver in Washington from Thursday, July 25, 
to Tuesday, July 31. When he reported to the Emergency Council 
on Tuesday he still had his doubts. The news broke: a reprieve. 
We have three months in which to marshal our political power in 
this country in order to obtain a favorable solution for Palestine, 

This country is in a position, if it chooses, to dictate a settle- 
ment. Churchill, in fact, said so in the House of Commons debate. 
It is the duty of the U. S. A. government to demand a Zionist 
solution—by the 1924 Convention by the numerous declaration of 
U. S. A. Presidents, by the Congress resolutions, by the platforms 
of the two parties. 

But our government will not do its duty, especially if it in- 
volves some disagreeable effort, unless it is pressed to do so. We 
are in a position to press, and we have many friends. “Let the 
sews of the Bronx and of Brooklyn begin muttering in their beards,” 
said one highly placed American “and you can have the heads of 
Ibn Saud, Attlee and Bevin on a silver platter.” 

Unfortunately, divided leadership among Jews and especially 
among Zionists, makes effective pressure more difficult than it 
would have been. The weeks before the granting of the British 
loan were favorable. It is not unusual for a government to use a 
loan for political and economic pressure. We could have prevailed 
upon our government to extract concessions from Britain on the 
Palestine issue before the loan was granted. Everything was lined 
up and Attlee was on the verge of giving in about the 100,000. 
But then came Stephen Wise, like a medieval knight, and saved 
the loan by his letter to Sol Bloom. Congressmen who were ready 
to vote for the delay of the vote—until the Palestine question is 
settled—stampeded to the other side. The Sunday Times of July 


‘14 expressly stated that Wise saved the loan. The New Republic 


said in its editorial of July 22 that the loan was in danger from 
the Zionists and the Irish but Stephen Wise and Jim Farley saved 
the situation. 

At three successive meetings of the Zionist Emergency Council 
it was decided to take no stand on the loan but not to discourage 
those of the pro-Zionists who seek to link up the British loan with 
the Palestine issue. 

Suddenly, without consulting anybody, Dr. Wise torpedoed the 
decision of the Emergency Council. 


AFTER THE LOAN WAS PASSED and the press was through 
with showering compliments on Stephen Wise, the political ba- 
rometer changed and we were in for more trouble in Palestine. 
While the loan was pending and for a short time after it was 
passed, we were hearing good news on all sides. 

The noble gesture of Stephen Wise did not get a single Jewish 
D.P. intolerance. The blowing up of bridges and the kidnapping of 
British officers in Palestine may or may not accomplish it in the 
long run—it is a costly business. But Vandenberg’s intercession 
during the last week was very helpful. Political pressure in the 
United States is at the present moment a much cheaper and much 
more certain weapon that armed rebellion in Palestine. 


A FEW WEEKS AGO I saw several thousand Jewish war 
veterans storm with applause at the mention of the Hagana; Joe 
Barr told them that the struggle of the Hagana is our struggle 
and that if they fail there, our fate here may be that of the six 
million Jews in Europe. A few minutes later the same veterans 
literally raised the roof when a young man from the audience 
demanded the immediate recruiting of two divisions of American 
Jewish veterans to go over to Palestine. 

This then is the background of Zionist politics today; in Pal- 
estine Jews are turning to desperate methods, having been con- 
vinced that Weizmann’s sweet reasonableness won't get them any- 
where; while on this side the native American Jew who until 
lately cared little about Zionism and who still knows little about 
it, thinks of the present struggle in terms of the American struggle 
in 1776. The blowing up of the King David Hotel was perhaps 
the act of a minority in Palestine with which the majority does 
not agree. But that is comparatively minor importance; the ma- 
jority, too, is becoming increasingly sympathetic to acts of war. 

Why? Because we are living in a world where kind words mean 
little and noble gestures are rewarded by less. Moshe Shertok, 
who recruited 25,000 Jews to fight on Britain’s side, is in jail in 
Latrun, while the former Grand Mufti, who has been the ally of 
Mussolini and of Hitler against Britain since 1936, is luxuriating 
ina iro palace.

Zionism Faces A Crisis 

PREDICT that from the present Paris meeting of the Worid 

Zionist Executive there will emerge a_ revised and redefined 
conception of Zionist aims in Palestine. The new approach may 
not be fully developed and final, but it will be sufficiently clear 
in substance to indicate a radical departure from Zionist policy 
pursued hitherto. One reason for the tentative form which the new 
line will adopt is the hesitation on the part of some Zionist lead- 
ers to accept the responsibility for such a major change, without 
reference to the World Zionist Congress. Another reason is the 
strong opposition to any such change on the part of some “maxi- 


malist” Zionist leaders, who will fight to the end against any August4. sons to aid their for- 
deviation from the Biltmore program.

Despite this opposition, there will be an understanding, if 
not a definitive decision, at the Paris meeting, reorienting the 
movement and readjusting its policies in the light of the events 
of recent months and weeks. What direction will that revision take? 

For one thing, there will be tacit acknowledgement of the fail- 
ure of the world Zionist political leadership, and Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann will naturally bear the brunt of this criticism. Doubtless 
considerable time will be spent reviewing past errors, and ap- 
praising the series of political misfortunes with which the Zion- 
ist movement has been confronted, many of them due to the 
ineptness of our own leadership. It will be generally agreed that 
whatever the possibility may have been at one time—twenty years 
ago, ten years ago, or even more recently, to achieve fulfillment 
of the maximum Zionist aims, such possibility seems very, very 
remote at the moment. The British government, it will be pointed 
cut, has through a series of stupid blunders maneuvered itself into 
a position from which it is almost impossible to extricate itself 
with justice and decency. The same stupid policies have been 
responsible for creating an Arab opposition which, instead of 
serving the intended function of a tool of the British Colonial 
office, has now become a potential Frankenstein to imperial in- 
terests.

IRTH of Asher Ginsberg, 
popularly known as “Achad 
Ha’am.” He was brought up in 
the Chassidic environment of 
Skwira, Russia, where he was 
born, but unlike other Chassidic 
children, he was not obliged to 
struggle for his secular educa- 
tion. At 22 he had 

August 5, already won fame as 
1856 a Talmudist and _ be- 
gan to take up formal 

studies in secular subjects in the 
universities of Vienna, Berlin and 
Breslau.

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THE BRITISH DILEMMA and the Arab opposition are all to-

ean alter the situation. The Executive in Paris will recognize 
that butting their heads against a stone wall will never bring 
about realization of Zionist aspirations. Even Ben Gurion, the 
Zionist lion, has in recent weeks come to the same conslusion. 
Repetitive insistence on slogans will not achieve anything. What 
is to be done? 

The present federalized partition proposal is, of course, com- 
pletely unacceptable, and will be rejected without reservations. 
But it will not be sufficient for the Zionists to reject. They must 
be prepared with some sort of counter-offer which can form the 
basis of new negotiations on a statesmanlike basis. 

What is it that the Zionists want? Freedom of Jewish im- 
migration to Palestine, freedom to become a majority in the 
country, freedom of self-government, subject only to such inter- 
national controls as may be deemed necessary in a clearly de- 
limited transitional peried. There must be complete freedom and 
equality for the Arab population, with full civic, political, re- 
ligious and cultural rights. 

These aims largely coincide with what has been projected as 
a Jewish Commonwealth. They also coincide to a large degree 
with some forms of bi-nationalism which have been proposed, but 
without the handicaps of that name. It will therefore become 
necessary to find a new name for the Zionist goal which will not 
have the connotation of “domination” (mind you, I said connota- 
tion only) which many feel is implicit in “Jewish State,” and 
which will not be subject to the connotation of restriction of the 
Jews which is evident in the term “bi-nationalism.” r 


* * #* 


ORIGINAL CHOICE of the word “Commonwealth” instead of 
“State” was perhaps intended to modify and soften the harshness 
of a word which modern power politics had to a certain extent 
placed in disrepute. What the new name or new formula may be, 
I don’t know. The Paris Conference may not be able to find a 
satisfactory name, but the search for it is going on. In other words, 
it is not a change in basic policy that is being made, but a change 
in emphasis, to help facilitate the solution of the problem. 

When the decision is finally made, if not at Paris, then at the 
Congress, or at some other world Zionist conference, it wil 
result in a drastic reshuffling of party loyalties. There will be 
large Zionist elements which will not consent to abandonment of 
the “Jewish State” name, even though the details remain the 
same. Groups from within other parties, unwilling to yield or con- 
cede even a name, will unite under this opposition banner, which 
may very well be that of the Revisionists, who are rejoining 
the world Zionist organization at what is for them an opportune 
moment. 

Personally I am convinced that the majority of responsible 
Zionist leaders will agree to the redefinition, at the same time 
making it clear that they are not abandoning any of the funda- 
mental elements of classical Zionism. The decision will not come 
quickly or easily. The issues will be complicated by charges of 
“stubbornness” on the one hand, and “defeatism” on the other.

FTER twenty years of “on the verge” golf, Herman Barron— 
36-year-old veteran golfer—crashes through and hits the iack 
t. By this time, of course, you know that the White Pfains, N.Y., 
mashie wielder is the winner of the Tam O’Shanter All-American 
professional title. Said title carries a $10,500 prize which shuttles 
Barron to the number three position among the big time pro win- 
ners for the year. Only Hogan and Nelson have earned more prize 
‘money. Barron now has won in the vicinity of $20,000 since the 
beginning of the year. 

Barron led the field right from the start but his, final and 
highest round of 72 was one of the greatest rounds of pressure 
golf ever played. Herman had hardly started this all important 
heat when word was flashed to him that Ellsworth Vines, the 
former tennis shark, had finished with a three under par 69 for 
a 281 total. At that precise moment Herman was sloughing all 
over the course. But when the chips were down he straightened 
up and banged through with 2 sizzling 280, eight under par. 

THE WIN netted Herman the amount of dough he collected in 
all of 1945, which had been his best previous year. Coupled with the 
$9,200 already won the new prize money hurtled Barron from 11th 
place to third place among the money golfers,

, manner in which he played the final nine holes. He stumbled 


through the first nine in 37. At that point he was tied with 
Vines. He knew he had to play the back nine in 35 for a tie and 
for a win.

“Mother Answers Child on Bias but Can’t Com- 
fort Herself,” in.the July 19th issue. You ask 
your readers who have found a more satis- 
factory answer to tell how they face these 
things. 

It is very easy to understand the psychology 
of the child. After all, the child’s hurts and 
pains are of the moment, and they pass off 
quickly. But to the adult, it is a little more 
difficult. With maturity, comes the power of 
reasoning, and reasoning is so difficult in dark- 
ness. Just as one gropes around in the bedroom 
without a light when being awakened from a 
sound sleep, it is that feeling of being lost that 
must be eliminated to find comfort in living 
as a Jew. One becomes strong in strength and 
falters in weakness. 

Our strength lies within the knowledge of 
our great heritage. We find comfort in the 
very same ideology that Nehemiah and Israel, 
Jeremiah and Ezra founded in biblical days. It 
is that strength in knowing, we the people of 
the Book, the Founders of Democracy, have 
given so much to our modern world. It is that 
strength in knowing that we of the chosen peo- 
ple were chosen for a great mission in life, and 
with that feeling one can go out into the world 
with a feeling of sureness and an armor plate 
much too strong for Anti-Semitism to pierce. 

I might add that I recommend this party 
find the answer to the $64.00 question in Dr.

READER GIVES ANSWER TO MOTHER 
"WHO COULDN'T ANSWER HERSELF 


They agree that anti-Semitism causes us 
general pain at all times and particular pain 
when it comes close personally. Our defence 
lies in being all the stronger in our Judaism. 
Some suggest education as the answer. Others 
suggest intensified participation in Jewish com- 
munity life. Still others deepened religious life. 

It takes all three to give us the sureness to 
live normal and satisfying lives, so that we and 
our children are not stifled by anti-Semitism. 

THAT RECREATION CLUB 

Mr. Gabriel Cohen and I don’t agree. He 
says that Jewish recreation clubs such as we 
suggested, where people in moderate circum- 
stances may have a place for swimming, sports, 
dancing and eating at a reasonable member- 
ship fee, are economically unsound. To support 
such a club requires rich members, if the club 


is to be desirable at all and that eliminates 


people of moderate means. 

The matter came up in the first place be- 
cause our friends and we right here in Indian- 
apolis feel the need keenly. -But we have been 
asking people from other cities about the need 
and feasibility of such a project in their home 


towns. They are just as enthusiastic as we are. 
They say, “If only someone would sponsor 


such a club in Chicago or Cleveland or Cincin- 
nati or Hartford (depending upon where their 
home is.) Residents of St. Louis where pools 
have posted “Restricted” signs are especially 
interested. 

In Atlanta, Ga., we learn that one man pro- 
vided the funds and brought the Progressive 
Club into being. Everyone who has been there 
speaks of the club with admiration for its fine 
facilities and modest membership fees. The 
club is more than self-supporting. It is ex- 
tremely profitable, they tell me.

MUNICH — Lieut. Gen. Fred- 
erick Morgan, chief of UNRRA 
operations in Germany, has or- 
dered that no additional workers 
of voluntary relief agencies be 
permitted to enter Germany, it 
was learned here this week. 


This order places a heavy bur- 
den on the relief organizations 
just when they require additional 
personnel to help with the in- 
flux of thousands of refugees 
who are coming into Germany 
from Poland and other areas. 


Some officials believe Morgan 
may have issued his order to 
keep the volntary agencies here 
weak so that the United Nations 
would be compelled to continue 
UNRRA, at least during the in- 
terim period. It is generally be- 
lieved here, however, that the 
Army will act as the interim 
group. 

The need for relief workers 
will grow greater as more refu- 
gees from Poland enter Germany, 
according to a report to Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney by Rabbi 
Philip S.. Bernstein, advisor on 
Jewish affairs. The report was 
based on a week’s survey of Jew- 
ish conditions in Poland. Rabbi 
Bernstein estimated that 60,000 
Jews would leave Poland during 
the next three months, with the 
number going as high as 100,- 
000 by the end of the year. 


Rabbi Bernstein, who visited 
the survivors of the Kielce po- 
grom, said they described with 
“objective horror the bestiality 
and brutality with which they 
and their dead comrades were at- 
tacked by men, women and chil- 
dren.” This pogrom, he added, 
has shaken whatever security 
may have remained among the 
Jews of Poland.

ARIOUS peoples find comfort in their own special “hot-weather- 
coolers,” cooling and refreshing drinks that give one just the 
little lift necessary these August days. One such refresher comes 
from our Scandinavian friends. It is nourishing enough for an 
invalid, can serve as a meal starter or a dessert, or just as a mid- 
afternoon drink when diluted with a few ice cubes. Here’s how 
to make it:

1% cup fine barley 2 egg yolks 
1 qt. boiling water 1 oz. dark rum

Cook the barley in unsalted water 20 minutes over a moderate 
heat. Beat egg yolks with sugar and stir in rum. As soon as the 
barley mixture has cooled a little, blend in the other mixture and 
chill 3 or 4 hours in the refrigerator. When serving as a drink, 
add ice cubes or crushed ice and top with any of the above sug- 
gested toppings. For a dessert, fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites just before serving in sherbert cups, and top with mint, 
chopped nuts or a marachino cherry.

As 
it is, Rabbi Lelyveld merely, in 
the words of his own press de- 
partment, “chuckled” over the 
charge of unfair tactics. 


The Committee on Unity has 
earned the respect of almost all 
sections of the American Jewish 
community for the cleanness of 
its fight against Lessing Rosen- 
wald’s organization, albeit the 
fight was carried on energetically. 
Rabbi Lelyveld’s stature as a 
leader in the American Jewish 
community grew impressively as 
he waged effective battle in a 
field in which it was thought the 
fight would degenerate to the 
depths to which many another 
internal controversy has gone. 


The Council for Judaism can 
and has been fought almost to a 
standstill and has gained no pop- 
ular support among any mass 
group of Jews. So far the fight 
has been clean, and except for 
this one aberration on the part 
of Rabbi Lelyveld, if The Post 
knows him, it will be on as high a 
plane as circumstances permit.

Readers may wonder why, ex- 
cept to boast of his own prowess, 
Rabbi Silver told the press of the 
details of the near disaster to 
Zionism last week when President 
Truman almost accepted the 
British federalization plan. But 
Rabbi Silver is an astute politi- 
cian and although he is trying to 
build his own Zionist machine I 
would be inclined to concede that 
he had other and larger aims in 
mind. 


Rabbi Silver and the Zionist 
movement have slowly led Amer- 
ican public opinion, both Jewish 
and non-Jewish, to the | point 
where both are so Zionistic that 
there has been little complaint 







over quite militant Zionist tac- 
tics. For instance in the press 
conference Rabbi Silver made the 
point that continued pressure 
will be necessary in the United 
States for the next three months. 
There was a day when such tac- 
tics would have been widely con- 
demned among almost all Jewish 
groups, even Zionist groups. But 
tolay such activities are almost 
the norm. 


Some Zionist tactics only a few 
short months ago would have 
been denounced as endangering 
the security of the Jewish posi- 
tion in the United States, but 
today there is no protest from 
any recognized Jewish body, sav- 
ing the American Council for 
Judaism, and their protests seem 
actually to help the Zionist case 
rather than harm it. 


So that the all-important prob- 
lem of forging American public 
opinion has been skillfully 
achieved by the Silver group. If 
Rabbi Silver is forging a strong 
Zionist hierarchy pledged to him 
and his leadership, that deserves 
criticism, but as long as it is 
done along with consistent pro- 
gress towards the Zionist goal, 
there cannot be too much com- 
plaint. It is only when and if 
Rabbi Silver allows his personal 
ambitions to become president of 
the World Zionist Organization 
to harm Zionism that his enemies 
would have a legitimate com- 
plaint.

Why are both the British and 
the Jews so fearful of United Na- 
tions treatment of the Palestine 
problem? 


In the case of England, her 
reasons are obvious. She fears 
Russia’s demands for a voice, but 
the Jews must have other infor- 
mation and other reasons, none 
of which have reached the public. 
Russia’s decision to side with the 
Arabs must by now have been 
made clear to Jewish leaders, or 
else these leaders, instead of fol- 
lowing England’s wishes, would 
be using the United Nations as 
a threat.

UITE often people far from the scene of 
events can see all the aspects clearer 
than those in the thick of them. 

So it seems that the readiness of the Jewish 
Agency to accept some form of federalization 
for Palestine, albeit with changes in the British 
plan, would be a serious mistake. 

Obviously, if the Jewish Agency does yield 
on the point of a Jewish state, it will be because 
it is concerned with the*fate of the DPs, but 
Zionists long ago steeled themselves to make 
their decisions on the basis of the future of 
the people even though lives were concerned, 
although not in the great numbers now in- 
volved.

Ailanta Jewry’s Denouncement of The Lynching 


LTHOUGH some may point out that for 

a Jewish group to condemn lynching is 

as normal as keeping Jewish stores open on the 

High Holy Days, still the action of the Atlanta 

Jewish Community Council in condemning the 

recent lynching of four Negroes in that state 
has many new implications. 

The resolution passed by the Committee on 
Community Relations of the Atlanta Commun- 
ity would indeed be worth hardly anything had 
it been passed by the Synagogue Council of 
America or the Commission of Social Justice 
of the Central Conference of American Rabbis. 

But Atlanta Jews and southern Jews have 
long been noted for their willingness not to at- 
tract attention to themselves by espousing pro- 


gressive causes. As a minority themselves, 
southern Jews have seemed to acquire in the 
persecution both deliberate and unintentionaj 
of a more despised minority. 

Only one southern Rabbi ever lost his pulpit 
because he defended a Negro charged with rape 
(Scottsporo case). Nor except in this pro 
nouncement from Atlanta has a southern Jew. 
ish group denounced an atrocity against the 
Negro, Southern Jewish leaders have by their 
silence accelerated the tendency of the southern 
Jew to adopt the minority’s treatment of the 
Negro as a southern Jewish characteristic. 

This Atlanta resolution may now embolden 
the southern Jew to assume the Jew’s tradi. 
tional role of the defender of the downtrodden, 


Indiana to Limit Eastern Jewish Students 


NDIANA University has followed the lead of 
I other state universities and has set a “for- 
eign” quota (15%) limiting the number of out- 
of-state students. 


This is no laughing matter, because unques- 
tionably the move is directed against Jews. 
More specifically it is directed against the 
growing number of Eastern Jewish students 
who because of restrictions there, have been 
forced to seek their education elsewhere. 


The quota system is much more illogical 
than embargoes on products manufactured in 


another state, which is unthinkable today, and 
in this case human beings are involved. 

President Wells’ statement is like all the 
other statements issued in cases of quotas of 
all kinds. Dr. Wells would have been mor 
courageous had he in considering the case of 
overcrowding, decided to allow the university 
authorities to choose students on the basis of 
scholarship or ability. 

Any attempt of this kind is bound to affect 
the institution and all graduates, even froma 
selfish standpoint, should join with Jewish 
groups in vigorous protest.

has occurred which shows the timidity of the 


The May issue 
of The Manitoba Medical Review contains a 


report given to the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in regard to admissions to the Med- 
ical college. The report noted with regret that 
a large number of Jewish students had been 
admitted to the Medical college and called for 
the return of the good old. days when the selec- 
tion committee could and did keep the inferior 
groups in their place. This gem of sociological 
wisdom also was included in the report, “we 
have not progressed so far ... that our Jewish 
citizens are . . . looked upon simply as Ca- 
nadians. We still mark them off as a semi- 
separate group.” Upon a vote being taken, as 
reported in the Medical Review, the report con- 
taining (a) the recommendation that the selec- 
tion system be changed so that not as many 
Jews should be able to qualify and (b) the ob- 
servation about Jews being not quite Canadians, 
was accepted by a substantial majority attend- 
ing the meeting. 

It is unfortunate that the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, the authoritative body in 
the medical profession, should accept as a fact 


paper’s notice, of such a niggardly move. In 


its August bulletin, the Congregation limited’

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TELLS THE WAY TO VIEW WRONGDOERS 
WHO ARE JEWISH OR ANYTHING ELSE 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Am a wee bit surprised and no 
end annoyed to discover that my 
good friend, Dr. Samuel Perlman, 
has succumed to that pernicious, 
endemic disease of self conscious- 
ness, an ailment peculiar, usually, 
to persons of much less intelli- 
gence. Whether this disease is 
caused by the virus of inferiority 
or the germ of superiority is hard 
to say. But it is quite apparent 
that the mental quirk which 
causes Jews to attempt to crawl 
into holes like moles every time 
they discover that Jews too are 
subject to purely human frailties, 
is a diseage and a bad one. 


All men should be honest. Jew 
and Gentile, Black, Red, Yellow 
and White, all men should abhor 
greed. Every man should de- 
nounce and despise the epidemic 
curse of avarice which preys with- 
out let-up on the body of human- 
ity like a vile, festering sore, and 
which erupts periodically spread- 
ing its ruin, death and destruc- 
tion wherever it touches. But to 
assume that because one is a Jew, 
he above all others ought to be 
immune to so common an affilic- 
tion, is to assume that in a world 
of man, the Jew must tread like 
an angel, which he is not. That 
is why Jewish tradition demands 
that two pieces of clay be laid 
upon the eyes of saint and sin- 
ner alike, when their eyes are fi- 
nally closed upon life and its visi- 
tations, to symbolize that human 
nature is such that none is above 
the sin of coveting what his eyes 
light upon while they are open. 
How wise Jews once were, to re- 
alize that they were not gods. 


Thus, when during the war 
years vacationists were con- 
demned for their seeming lack of 
concern for the fate and outcome 
of the battle, Jews were set up as 
special targets. Rabbis preached 
from their pulpits, Rabbinical As- 
semblies showered forth tons of 
pamphlets and letters of appeals 
to Jews begging them not to let 
the world know they are alive by 
taking vacations. In short, the 


whole Jewry was reduced to 
shame. 

When in that dastardly occupa- 
tion of the black market a Jew- 
ish name happens to come up, all 
Jews are bowed down with morti- 
fication. When Jews driven to 
total desperation by their cruel 
plight at the hands of other hu- 
man beings bomb a military head- 
quarters bigwig Jews are shocked 
out of their super-senses and rush 
pell mell to condemn just the 
thing that is lauded in other 
peoples, bravery. And so it goes. 

I know what Dr. Perlman is 
talking about, and whom. Shame 
it is, to be sure. But why does 
Dr. Perlman think that he and 
other innocent and guiltless peo- 
ple should blush just because 
some Jews are involved in a scan- 
dal. Wait until the Meade Com- 
mittee scratches a little deeper, 
that is if they don’t break their 
finger nails on a gold nuget in 
the meantime, and see then what 
pikers the Jews are when it comes 
to really big stuff.

congregation and community.” 
The salaries of small-town rabbis 
may not be as large but the 
nachas ruach (which money can- 
not buy) is to be found in the 
smaller communities.

You say “Rabbi Baruch Korff’s 
‘Political Action Committee for 
Palestine,’ has probably put 
itself out of existence when it 
ran that six-column ad (Jewish 
Post, July 12, 1946) headed ‘Kill 
That Loan’ over the names of its 
Executive Board.” 

With your kind permission we 
beg to correct the impression 
given in your editorial that the 
Committee is “owned” by Rabbi 
Korff. While the rabbi is one of 
its principal proponents and is 
revered by his colleagues and 
co-patriots, he is only one of 
some 40-odd members of the 
Executive Board who share in 


the policy-making and leadership 
of our organization. All of our 
members, as we have stated re- 
peatedly, are motivated not by 
benevolence byt rather by duty 
and atonement. Atoning for the 
sins committed against a mar- 
tyred people and atoning for the 
criminal inaction on the part of 
a good many of the Jewish lead- 
ers during the most infamous 
carnage in the history of man- 
kind. Ours is a non-sectarian 
group ever ready to meet the 
challenge of our adversaries and 
will survive in the test of cour- 
age even exceeding that of our 
opposition to the loan. 


In the interest of authentic 
reportage we must correct your 
statement, “The ad appeared in 
the New York Times and , the 
next day the paper printed _dis- 
avowals from almost all of the 
Congressional members of the 
Board. The ad did carry a note

here to defend the book as a 
whole. Let others do that. How- 
ever, as a victim of Dr.- Lewis’ 
barbs I wish to submit the fol- 
lowing statement. 

About my article “The Jewish 
Attitude towards Peace and War” 
(which, to my knowledge, is the 
most exhaustive study to have 
been made of this subject) he has 
nothing good to say except that 
on its intellectual plane it is ona 
par with another article he 
doesn’t like, and that in it “war- 
like episodes in the early life of 
Israel, morally untenable, are ex- 
cused on the spurious ground that 
the Deity ordered them.” I doubt 
very much, after reading his 
statement, whether Dr. Lewis has 
even taken the trouble of reading 
my article. Instead of excusing 
Israel’s early wars, I devoted a 
few pages (224-228) to point out 
how Israel’s sages have unspar- 
ingly and unequivocally  con- 
demned wars and _ injustices 
against other peoples committed 
by Israel at various periods of its 
history. 

Nowhere in my article do I say 
that the wars of Israel were to 
be excused simply because the 
Deity ordered them. I have clear- 
ly and unambiguously stated on 
pp. 236-237 that the wars enjoined 
by the Torah are to be waged 
only against nations that flag- 
rantly violate the basic laws of 
human society, the Sheva Mitz- 
voth. Even such wars can be Car- 
ried out only by Divine decree, 
besides other juridical limitations 
which make the prosecution of 
war, in harmony with the laws 
of the Torah, purely a theoretical 
consideration. Does the fact that 
a righteous war. (Remember Hit- 
ler!) has Divine sanction make 
it less justifiable?

to be interpreted as spiritual sat- 
isfaction with the status quo. 

The southern, small-town rabbi 
is quite aware of the fact that 
the South is still America’s No. 1 
problem. There are sickening 
problems of racial discrimina- 
tion (and many Jewish baale- 
batim and Board Members are 
often as guilty as the southern 
cracker yokel); intermarriage; 
the new God “pinochle”’; snob- 
bishness and clique-ishness, and 
above all indifference. But the 
nachas ruach I refer to, is the 
inner satisfaction which southern 
small-town rabbis get in working, 
day by day, albeit and perforce 
Slowly, to change these stumbling 
blocks to true Democracy and 
Judaism. 

There is a great joy in hear- 
ing a Congregation president 
criticize the rabbi by stating, 
“Our Rabbi wants to be another 
Abraham Lincoln” but little by 
little he himself changes his 
point of view in line with Jewish 
tradition. There is joy in noting 
that after nine years of teaching 
Jewish youngsters in the same 
Congregation, that they learn to 
change their attitudes and prej- 
ddicgs picked up in segregated 
schools, and at Confirmaiion are 
aware of the great ideals of the 
Jewish people which can brook 
no racial hatreds and prejudice. 

Yes, dear Alpert and Mr. Edi- 
tor, there are other pulpits be- 
sides the one referred to by you 
in the state of Florida, which are 
open to rabbis who want to “live 
devoted, consecrated lives in the 
service of a loving and loyal con- 
gregation.” There are pulpits in 
Tallahassee, Gainsville, Lake 
land, Fort Lauderdale, open for 
the right men. I’m glad you men- 
tioned that these jobs in the 
south are not in Utopian oasis. 
There are problems. Problems 
which an idealistic, sincere rabbi 
finds a challenge to his abilities 
and his career. And there is the 
usual shule politics as well. 

But despite the many problems, 
there is in Florida the Associa- 
tion of Florida Rabbis, compris- 
ing these twenty-five rabbis who 
lead in pulpits labelled Orthodox, 
Conservative-right and Conserva- 
tive-left, Reform, Chassidic, Lib- 
eral and some without labels 
where all types of Jews are mem- 
bers of a single Congregation 
with a single rabbi who endeav- 
ors to lead all Jews in the com- 
munity in unity without insist- 
ing on uniformity. These rabbis 
meet from time to time to dis- 
cuss scholarly papers, arrange 
for better educational materials 
for their religious schools, and 
strive to promote the _reli- 
gious, cultural, and civic life of 
the Jewish Communities’ in 
Florida. 

Yes, dear Mr. Editor, there is 
room in the deep south, for more 
rabbis with the pioneering spirit, 
and as one who has been in the 
same community for ten years, 
and does go up North to enjoy a 
few weeks of the “bright lights 
of Broadway” and to refresh him- 
self browsing around the Jewish 
book stores and the usual mass 
meetings, it is a joy to return 
from the “hustle and bustle” to 
get back to the flowers and lakes 
and the quiet Sabbat which 
gives surcease and time to read 
and think and enjoy the Oneg of 
family and congregational get- 
togethers in the small-town Jew- 
ish community of the State of 
Beauty and Sunshine.

ANSWERS HECHT; SAYS WHY NOT USE 
OWN BRAINS INSTEAD OF KREMLIN'S

I hesitated to reply to the let- 
ter of Mike Hecht giving «he 
usual “stock answers” of the 
Communists for the Hitler-Stalin 
Pact, knowing that Communists 
cannot be convinced; but deem it 
necessary to erase from the 
minds of vour readers some mis- 
understandings that Mike Hecht 
may have implanted.

This Pact may have given 
two vears’ time to Stalin; but it 
also gave .Hitler two extra years 
to star* his oxtermination cam- 
Ppaign avainst the Jews of Poland, 
who were the chief victims of 
the gas chambers. Had this Pact 
never been made. there may have 
been no six million Jewish dead, 
or perhaps, only half that num- 
ber. 

The facts are that Stalin never 
expected France to fall as quick- 
ly as she did. He expected a 
long. drawn-out war with the 
French and British—so exhaust- 
ing that Hitler would have no 
Strength to attack Soviet Rus- 
sia. There was no one more sur- 
prised by the attack of Hitler on 
Soviet Russia than Stalin him- 
self. This is shown by the fact 
that the Communists were pick- 
@ting the White House up until 
the minute of the attack on Rus- 
sia. 

If time was of the essence, as 
Mike Hecht says, why was tt 
necessary for the Communists in 
the United States to sabotage -he 
effort of this country to prepare 
for war? Did they feel that they

were helping Soviet Russia in 
the event that she was attacked 
by Hitler? 

Does he feel that the readers

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JWV Head, Smith Aide Trade Blows as Meeting by Group 


In 2 Chicago Hotels Stopped; Police Prevent Fights

CHICAGO—Gerald L. K. Smith, anti-Semitic 
rabble-rouser, tried to hold a meeting here 
Wednesday night. 

But in spite of deception by which his fol- 
lowers tried to get meeting rooms in two hotels, 
they were turned out of both. 

The group appeared first at the Stevens 
Hotel on Michigan Avenue, largest in the city, 
where the south ballroom had been engaged 
in the name of the “Regular Republican Organ- 
ization.” 

But as the Smith followers, including Mrs. 
Elizabeth (“Red Network”) Dilling, began to 
gather, the hotel management learned the na- 
ture of the group and withdrew permission to 
use the ballroom. 

(A management spokesman explained that 
the hotel was not trying to censor the opinions 
of its guests, but wanted merely to protect 
itself against any possible damage by riot.) 

As the Smith followers drifted into the hotel 
lobby, with the meeting ended before it had 
been opened, pickets appeared outside. Mrs. 
Dilling and others of the Smith group ex- 
changed jibes with them, and Fred Kister, ex- 
ecutive director of the “Christian Veterans of 
America,” proclaimed angrily that the hotel 
management had exceeded its rights. 

Fifty policemen circulated in the lobby and 
outside the hotel, preventing any physical 
clashes, which several times_seemed imminent. 

Suddenly word was buzzed about that the 
‘meeting was moving to the Morrison Hotel. 
About the same time police received a call from 
the Morrison management, as the two groups 
reformed there and fights threatened. 

The Smith group began to assemble in the 
Embassy room, which earlier in the evening had 


she was acting for the regular Republican 
organization. The meeting opened with Mrs. 
Dilling on the platform. After she had an- 
nounced Smith would soon arrive, the group 
began singing an anti-Semitic song. As re- 
porters and photographers entered, however, 
the tune was quickly changed to “America the 
Beautiful.” 

In the meantime, Frederick J. Best, resident 
manager of the Morrison Hotel, having learned 
the identity of the group, requested the Smith 
adherents to leave. He said Smith hiraself had 
checked into the hotel about 6 p.m. Wednesday 
night as a guest, but added that Smith would 
be asked to leave. The meeting room was 
rented only because it was believed the group 
was a bona fide Republican organization, he 
said. 

The only physical encounter involved Victor 
H. Hirsch, chief of staff of the Illinois Depart- 
ment, Jewish War Véterans of the United States, 
and Kirkpatrick Dilling, Elizabeth Dilling’s 
son. They exchanged blows in the Morrison 
lobby as the Smith contingent moved into their 
second meeting room. 

Hirsch, who also is commander of the Ray- 
mond J. Carney Post American Legion, said 
after the meeting that the Jewish War Vet- 
erans will continue to oppose any attempt by 
Smith and his associates to operate in Chicago. 

Among the 150 veterans who picketed the 
meetings were members of the AMVETS, the 
American Veterans Committee and the Ameri- 
can Legion, Hirsch said. 

An appeal is now pending in the Illinois Ap- 
pellate Court from a 60 day sentence in the 
county jail given Smith last April 8 for con- 
tempt of court by Municipal Judge John V.

JEWISH GI FINALLY WINS BRIDE 
HE MET IN MUNICH IN 1945 


MT. CLEMENS, Mich. — Na- 
than Litvin, 25-year-old veteran 
of the European theater, and the 
former Edith Festinger of Ro- 
mania, have set up a home in Mt. 
Clemens, the climax to a fight by 
Litvin against red tape of three 
nations so he could have his dark- 
haired bride brought to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Litvin met the girl, a former 
Nazi slave laborer, in Munich 
shortly after American forces 
seized the city in April 1945. They 
fell in love and swore to be mar- 
ried. 

Comes Home Empty-Handed 

Because of army regulations, 
their marriage had to be post- 
poned. Litvin said he started his 
campaign when he was returned 
to the United States and was dis- 
charged earlier this year. 

“TI tried to send for her but that 
didn’t work,” he said. I asked 
Gen. Eisenhower for help and al- 
though he said he wanted to help, 
he couldn’t change the regula- 
tions. 

“TI finally obtained a passport 
to France with the help of Sen. 
Homer Ferguson and went. After 
a month of arguing with French 
authorities, we obtained a mar: 
riage license with the help of the 
American legation.”
